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Golf course too late for Nov. vote 
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The Virginia Beach City Council has 
contemplated the purchase of Bow 
Creek Golf Course for months now. Last 
week they finally decided to put the 
proposed purchase on a referendum in 
the Nov. 6 general election, but Monday 
they were told by City Attorney Dale 
Bimson that they were too late. 

The council voted last week to offer 
owner Edward Garcia $1,035,000 for thefe in terms of dollars." 
1 18-acre parcel and if he would accept 
that amount to then place the golf 
course on the ballot. Mr. Garcia has 
asked $1.5 million for the land. 

If the city still intends to purchase the 
golf course the council will now con- 
sider calling a special referendum, 
which will cost the city some S3,ooo 



more than if the purchase had been 
placed on the general election ballot. 
Controversy continues over the $1.5 
million asking price for the golf course. 
Vice-mayor Reid Ervin Monday argued 
for the proposed purchase in a letter to 
the Virginia Beach City Council, 
pointing out that the value of the 
property "cannot be measured simply 



MR. ERVIN expressed concern over 
the loss of a valuable piece of open 
space, as well as a possible decline in 
property values for area residents if the 
city fails to purchase the land and it is 
developed for single or multi-family 
housing. 



"To allow this tract to be developed 
as single or multi-family housing would 
be a tragedy of the first order," Mr. 
Ervin said. "The resulting increase in 
surface run-off and the added strain on 
already overtaxed public facilities 
should be clearly evident. 

"There is no reason why Bow Creek 
cannot be put in good shape and 
gradually improved for a modest ad- 
dition to our annual recreation budget," 
Mr. Ervin said. He states that "as long 
as the golf course is maintained on the 
property it helps not only residents of 
the Plaza area, but all the city" ... and 
would "probably serve more of our 
residents than Red Wing." 



IN AN appraisal of the land, the golf 
course was criticized for its un- 
professional greens and the unsafeness 
for play Mr. Ervin says that to operate 
as a city-owed course "it does not need 
to meet USGA standards and 10 years 
of operation (as a privately owned 
course) have proven it to be safe for 
play. Public courses need not be long 
nor too challenging. Courses so con- 
structed require too much land and 
play is slow." 

Mr. Ervin suggests that if the council 
cannot agree on any method of finan- 
cing the puchase other than bond 
referendum, that the city include 
enough money in the referendum to 
purchase other park lands as well.

'Street cops' learn about crimes 

Plainclothes unit deals with juveniles — -

A teenager was driving down 
the street one night drinking a 
soft drink. He barely noticed 
two young men in an old car 
driving by. The two, dressed in 
jeans and shirts, looked like 
ordinary Virginia Beach street 
people. 

But the two in the old car were 
cops. They pulled the teenager 
over because they thought the 
soft drink was beer and the teen 
didn't seem old enough to be 
drinking. 

The policemen found some 
marijuana seeds and other 
incriminating evidence in the 
car's back seat. They "busted" 
the teenager on only a 
misdemeanor charge — 
possession of a controlled drug. 

After some initial "rapping" 
between the juvenile and the 
policemen, he gave them in- 
formation which eventually led 
to the solution of 35 residential 
burglaries, all felonies. 

The two policemen involved 
were patrolmen Gary Van 
Auken and Grant Wylie, 
members of the first precinct's 
plainclothes patrol unit. 

They roam the precinct, 
usually at night, looking for 
"Mickey Mouse offenses," as 
Patrolmen Van Auken called 
them 

a 

FROM YOUNG offenders 



they arrest, they may obtain 
valuable information about 
more important crimes which 
they pass on to other police 
departments. 



So far, this type of in- 
formation obtained from kids on 
the street has helped the police 
solve numerous felony crimes, 
including 40 burglaries in the 
Princess Anne Plaza area. 

The plainclothes patrol unit 
was started by Sgt. J.W. 
Brazier Jr. of the first precinct 
after a plainclothes unit was 
used successfully to break up a 
major prostitution ring and 
solve a rash of mini-bike and 
motorcycle violations. 

Patrolman Van Auken and 
Sgt. Brazier recently explained 
the tactics used by the unit and 
how kids on the street help the 
police. 

"Kids are the ones who 
commit the majority of petty 
larcenies and burglaries," Sgt. 
Brazier said. "We've seen a 
tremendous rise in residential 
burglaries recently." 

MR. VAN AUKEN explained 
that a large number of reported 
crimes go unsolved unless the 
violator is either caught in the 
act or he is informed on. 

"Basically, what we do is 
catch the people in the act," he 
said, "and then we get told 



about a lot of other crimes." 

It's not always easy to con- 
vince a youngster to "fink," 
especially when the information 
he has concerns a friend who 
might be in trouble with the law. 

"I don't want the kid to tell 
me anything he can't justify in 
his own mind," Mr. Van Auken 
said. "I don't want him'to rat on 
his best friend and then not be 
able to sleep at night. 

"I try to explain to the kid 
that if he has information on a 
crime, he should tell me 
because I can help both him and 
his friend, especially if they're 
juveniles." 

Mr. Van Auken said that most 
of the juveniles he deals with 
are "good kids," even though 
they may have broken the law. 
It's the small percentage of 
"hard-core" kids he's after. 

"Most of the kids have 
learned to trust us," Mr. Van 
Auken said. "They know who 
we are now. We're not un- 
dercover cops and we're not 
narcs. We're street cops. We're 
not trying to hide anything." 

EVEN THOUGH he and his 
partner are plainclothes 
policemen, Mr. Van Auken 
explained that they are not 
trying to hide the fact that 
they're police from the 
juveniles they meet. 



"Anarc (narcotics detective) 
doesn't want anyone to know 
he's with the cops at all," he 
said. "We want the kids to know 
we're cops. We want them to 
know they can trust us." 

Partolman Van Auken ex- 
plained that his unit does not 
follow through with in- 
vestigations once information 
on a crime is received. The 
information is turned over to 
the appropriate police depart- 
ment, such as the juvenile 
bureau, or the narcotics or 
burglary divisions. 

Sgt. Brazier said that the 
program has been highly 
successful so far an/1 the other 
two police precincts were also 
starting similar programs. 

•Capt. Harry C. Terry, head of 
the third precinct, said that he 
has not yet started a plain- 
clothes unit because of a lack of 
manpower. "I think their 
program is mighty good, 
though," Capt. Terry said. "I 
would like to start one, too." 

In the second precinct, Capt. 
William J. Moore Jr. said that 
his precinct has had a similar 
program since 1965, when 
summer police were used in 
plainclothes squads on the strip. 

Currently, Capt. Moore has 
two policemen rotating once a 
month in the plainclothes unit.

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Police out to curb prostitution in Beach

* The use of informants and undercover agents, 
surveillance of suspects and their places of operation, 
and a concentrated effort by all men of the Virginia 
Beach Police Division are tools being employed in 
continuing action to combat prostitution in the resort 
city. 

Presently, at least three women are currently 
facing charges of prostitution in city courts, while at 
least two other women face charges of procuring 
(arranging meetings with prostitutes and receiving 
money for these services). Statistics also show that 
police made 38 arrests for prostitution in Virginia 
Beach last year. 

In discussing methods of gathering information 
concerning prostitution, an undercover agent said, 
"The best informant you can have is a prostitute 
whom we've busted and has come over to our side." 



He added other good sources of information regarding 
prostitutes are their neighbors who become 
disgruntled over finding such activities close to their 
homes and "customers who feel they didn't get their 
money's worth while visiting a prostitute." 

ANOTHER SOURCE of reliable information in 
locating prostitutes and their methods of operations, 
according to one police official, are men who've had 
something stolen from them, such as credit cards, 
money or jewelry, while visiting a prostitute. Credit 
cards are high on the list of items stolen by prostitutes. 
They can be used as ready cash by prostitutes to 
purchase items for themselves or to sell to someone 
else for a good price. 

The undercover agent pointed to another key in their 
operations against prostitution. He said, "A good 
source of information is a man, especially a married 
man, who has been arrested for frequenting a bawdy 
house." These men are willing to furnish police with 



information regarding his contact of the prostitute in 
retaliation for having been directed to a prostitute who 
•-was under surveillance. 

Capt. R. C. Davis, detective bureau commanding 
officer, described the scope of police activities against 
prostitution by saying, "All members of the division: 
including precinct men. are involved .in the cur- 
tailment of prostitution. The majority of \hjs work is 
conducted within the precincts. The precincts have 
men suitable for this work, because many of them are 
unknown." ^**N, 



COMMENTING ON the benefits of these activities, 
one police spokesman indicated investigations have 
furnished police with the knowledge that hundreds of 
persons have allegedly obtained the services of 
prostitutes in Virginia Beach with a large percent of 
the contacts and prostitutes coming here from other 
nearby cities. The spokesmen indicated authorities 



also know of several locations in the city where 
prostitution activities have been transacted. 

In commenting on this, the police agent said there 
are strong indications that "...a number of business 
firms and associations in the city maintain women to 
service their customers." 

Material obtained through investigations indicate 
the majority of women engaging in prostitution are of 
the white race, and are from 19 to 40 years of age. 

EXPLAINING WHAT is required to arrest a woman 
for prostitution, the undercover agent said, "The basic 
thing you need is the passing of money and an overt 
act showing her intentions to fulfill her promise of 
what whe will do for the money, such as starting to 
undress." 

The agent commented on one of the difficulties 
authorities face in their anti-prostitution operations. 
He said, "A pimp (a man who directs potential

WASHINGTON — After looking to the four 
corners of the earth, American petroleum 
companies are looking under the sea for pil and 
gas to meet the nation's burgeoning energy 
needs. 

And for good reason. Usually cautious 
scientists predict petroleum reserves on the 
outer continental shelf (OCS) will rival those in 
Alaska or the Middle East. Usually unwillingly 
environmentalists seem ready to accept some 
OCS development. And government is ready to 
give the go-ahead for development to a legion of 
oil companies poised impatiently at water's 
edge. 

, Of particular interest to oil companies are 
large potential deposits of oil and gas in the 
Baltimore Canyon, a large eliptical undersea 
trough running from off Nantucket Island to the 
Virginia-North Carolina line. 

"There is definitely the possibility of oil off the 
coast of Virginia, especially north of Norfolk and 
Newport News," Dr. Wilson M. Laird, director of 
the Ame^jpari Petroleum Institute (API) com- 
mission erf exploration, said. 

NO ESTIMATES are available on the size of 

potential deposits off Virginia, Dr. Laird said. 
"However, we do have figures for the entire 
Atlantic coastline. We estimate that there are 
between 3042 billion barrels of oil, 83-211 trillion 
feet of natural gas and five to six million barrels 
of natural gas liquid such as propane," he said. 
Other potential deposits along the Atlantic OCS 
are located off Nova Scotia and northern 
Florida. 
"Outer continental shelf resources on the 



Atlantic and Alaskan OCS can provide at least 20 
to 30 percent of the nation's oil and gas needs in 
the mid-1980s," Dr. Don Kash, professor of 
political science at the University of Oklahoma, 
said. Dr. Kash was co-principal investigator on 
an eight-man interdisciplinary team of scientists 
from the University of Oklahoma that studied 
OCS oil and gas development for the National 
Science Foundation. 

The predicted reserves could daily provide as 
much oil and more than twice the natural gas as 
the well-publicized and often criticized Trans 
Alaska Pipeline, Dr. Kash said. 

The outer continental shelf is the land from 
three miles off shore to the edge of the con- 
tinental shelf. Located under this undersea 
continental skirt are petroleum reserves that 
could produce 2.6 million barrels of oil a day and 
9.1 trillion cubic feet of gas each year. 

But, painful compromises between en- 
vironmental and industrial interests, some 
based on inadequate information, must be made 
if the petroleum reserves on the OCS are to be 
developed. 

WOVEN THROUGH the Oklahoma team's 
report, "Energy Under the Oceans," was the 
conclusion that disputes between en- 
vironmental and industrial interests will be 
arbitrated by the federal government and that 
industry will be forced to accept strict govern- 
ment regulations on OCS development. 

Virginia will be one of the centers of predicted 
environmental and industrial tradeoffs as its 
offshore potential reserves are developed, a 
spokesman for the American Petroleum 
Institute said. 

Along with the well-publicized potential of oil 
spills, tanker accidents and construction of 



drilling platforms that tend to be offshore 
eyesores, OCS development will add fuel to the 
current controversy raging in Virginia over 
refinery construction. 

"Refineries tend to go where other refineries 
are already located or to coastal urban, 
developed areas," the API spokesman said. In 
Virginia, OCS development would mean more oil 
to the Yorktown refinery or more pressure to 
build the proposed Norfolk refinery, bitterly 
opposed by environmentalists, he said. 

Major "accomodations" by environmentalists 
in Virginia and elsewhere will, the team 
predicted, include massive development of OCS 
resources without adequate research on the 
'effects of oil pollution on marine life. 

Resort owners, fishermen, swimmers and 
seaside property owners, the Oklahoma team 
forecast, will share with environmentalists "a 
socially acceptable level of risk." While no 
major long-term effects have been noted from 
major offshore oil accidents such as the oil 
platform "blowout" in the Santa Barbara 
Channel in 1969, the team said wide-ranging, 
short-term damage does occur. 

BUT ANOTHER rough winter could mean 
even greater energy problems, government 
spokesmen say. Already plans have been made 
to cut gas supplies to some users. 

"On July 16 of this year, the Federal Power 
Commission reported that some 13 pipeline 
companies anticipated curtailment iiKfirm 
service of more than 670 billion cubic feet of gas 
this coming winter. This is an increase of 18 per 
cent over curtailments experienced last year," 
Jerome J. McGrath, vice president of the 
Independent Natural Gas Assn., said. 

Experts say crude oil production is down five 



per cent this year while demand for oil is up five 
per cent. The Federal Power Commission 
predicts by 1980 the unsatisfied demand for 
natural gas will amount to 9.4 trillion cubic feet, 
even with new sources entering distribution 

lines. 

Oil industry representatives are quick to point 
out, however, that oil and gas reserves on the 

Atlantic and Alaskan continental shelves 
potential and not proven reserves. While 
preliminary studies indicate the likelihood of 
discovering sizable quantities of oil and gas, no 
"wildcat" wells have been drilled and none will 
be until the government leases the drilling areas. 

DESPITE THE ocean of optimism currently 
flooding Washington on OCS development, 
scientists and oil industry leaders predict full 
OCS production— from three to ten years after 
leases are granted— will not end the energy 
shortage. 

Figures compiled by Dr. John McKetta, 
professor of chemical engineering at the 
University of Texas, indicate that even with the 
most optimistic power production levels fronr 
hydroelectric, geothermal, nuclear, gas and oil 
sources, "we will still find it necessary to import 
approximately 35 per cent of our total energy by 

1985." 

While not an energy crisis cure-all, plans to 
develop OCS resources continue. The Council on 
Environmental Quality is presently conducting 
public hearings on OCS development. On the 
basis of information gathered at the hearings 
and from commissioned studies, the council will 
present its findings and recommendations to the 
President by April 1974. This report will become 
one of many lawmakers will use to sort through 
the complexity of OCS development.

As far as being concerned about these 
children getting run over — most of 
these same parents don't know where 
their children are five minutes after 
they leave the bus. They're probably 
down the road further throwing eggs, 
potatoes, and tomatoes at buses 
passing by later. 

I feel our transportation division does 
a very fine job in transporting children 
to school through our large network of 
runs, but this area is demanding too 
much when they're asking for a small 
bus to go in their cul-de-sacs to pick up 
children. 

Next they'll want door-to-door ser- 
vice, which this amounts to when they 
put in the small bus which is unfair to 
all residents of the Beach. 

School buses were put into use to haul 
children who lived three miles away 
from school. It was then reduced to one 
mile, which I feel is fair. But to haul 
children who live next to .the 
schoolgrounds, I consider very unfair 
and unjust to every taxpayer. 

School buses were not intended to 
carry children who live almost on top of 
the school. Their purpose was to bring 
children who lived a mile or more 
away. This service is being run down by 
people in Larkspur and causing taxes to 
soar beyond the average man's income. 

Their civic league just fought to have 
a street closed. They don't want 
through traffic, so this calls for their 
little darlings to walk a little. 

If you're afraid for your 4-year-olds, 
keep them home where they belong for 
a couple more years. It will do both of 
you a lot of good. When your child is old 
enough to spot danger, then he is old 
enough to go to school.

customers to prostitutes) will protect his clientele, as 
will prostitutes. One thing they don't want is to have 
their customers arrested for frequenting a bawdy 
house." This could also lead to the arrest of the 
prostitute or pimp. 

Capt. Davis was questioned as to whether there is 
any indication that prostitutes have any one common 
trait. He replied, "Whenever I've had an occasion to 
talk with women I felt were prostitutes, I found a great 
many of them are very down on narcotics and openly 
hostile towards anyone who dealt in narcotics, and for 
these reasons are very willing to give information 
concerning narcotics. 

"I WAS surprised," he added, "that some of them n 
would draw the line very quickly when it comes to 
criminal acts such as robbery and burglary, but this 
does not include all of them." 

Capt. Davis concluded, "They consider their 
profession their vice, but not a criminal act" 

Those closely associated with the matter point out 
continuing investigations show f ulltime prostitution is 
at a minim um in Virginia Beach, while the number of 
women engaging in prostitution increases during the 
summer months. 

Capt. Davis attributes this to the influx of what he 
terms "Weekend Warriors". He described these 
women who briefly visit the city for the sole purpose of 
seeking out men to whom they can "sell themselves", 
and after having made their money, depart until they 
feel the need to return for the purpose of picking up 
some *Veady cash".

Map-matching : 
color it rough

Miles gets 40 years plus four life terms

' As Judge George W. Vakos 
sentenced Herman A. "Bubba" 
Miles to four life terms and 40 
years in prison he said, "Any 
time a person puts another 
person if fear of his life he is not 
fit to live in our society. I feel 
our society should be protected 
from the likes of Mr. Miles." 

Mr. Miles, 18, of Old Virginia 
Beach Road, was sentenced 
following conviction of par- 
ticipating in the April armed 
robbery of Fass Brothers Fish 
House restaurant on Laskin 
Road. 

After sentencing Mr. Miles, 
Judge Vakos told him, "Due to 



the fact that you can serve but 
one life sentence, these sen- 
tences will run concurrent with 
each other." Mi. Miles will be 
eligible for parole in IS years. 

Life sentences were given for 
use of a sawed -of f shotgun in the 
crime and the armed robbery of 
restaurant employe Ray Souder 
and manager Edwin Gardner. 
Mr. Miles also received a life 
sentence for forcing Mr. Gard- 
ner to open the firm's safe arid 
turn over (2,600 in cash 
receipts. 

MR. MILES was given two 20- 
year terms for the abduction of 
Mr. Gardner and restaurant 
employe Alfred Plemeau who 



were taken hostage during the 
robbers' night. 

Testimony during the trial 
indicated Mr. Gardner was 
forced to accompany Mr. Miles, 
at shotgun point, out of the 
restaurant into a field where he 
was released. Mr. Plemeau was 
forced into a commandeered 
police car by a second bandit, 
also at shotgun point, in an 
attempted escape. 

According to earlier accounts 
of the crime, police Sgt. R. F. 
Lippert, who disarmed himself 
and offered to drive the police 
car, was being held captive 
along with Mr. Plemeau as the 
armed bandit attempted to 
escape. Sgt. Lippert drove the 
car around the building into a 



blockade of other police cars. 
Det. J. M. Curran approached 
the stopped police car and shot 
the bandit, later identified as 
Larry Boone, enabling Sgt. 
Lippert and Mr. Plemeau to 
escape. 

FOLLOWING Mr. Miles' 
appearance before Judge 
Vakos, his attorney requested 
Judge Paul W. Ackiss to permit 
a 20-year sentence he gave Mr. 
Miles only hours earlier to run 
concurrent with Judge Vakos' 
sentence. Mr. Miles was con- 
victed of taking part in another 
armed robbery jn which a 
sawed-off shotgun was used and 
was awaiting sentencing for 
that crime at the time of the 



Fass Brothers incident. 

Judge Ackis, in overruling the 
request, said, "If this sentence 
runs concurrent with the other 
one, who gets punished for this 
crime?" He added, "I don't see 
where it would make any dif- 
ference as far as his chances for 
parole are concerned." 

In other Circuit Court 
proceedings. Alfred B. Sessum 
Jr., 23, of 24th Street, was 
convicted of two counts of 
statutory burglary in con- 
nection with break-ins of offices 
in the Bayside Medical Center 
on Pleasure House Road. He 
received suspended sentences 
of two years on each conviction 
and was placed on supervised 
probation for four years. Si- 



miliar charges against John G. 
Lamb, 21, of Runnymede Circle, 
named as codefendant in the 
incident, were reduced to 
trespassing. He received a 12- 
month jail sentence, suspended 
on condition of his good 
behavior for one year. 

Curtis A. Gillock, 18, of 
Narragansett Court, was 
convicted of possession of 
marijuana and sentenced to 10 
days in jail, and fined $250. 
Joshua P. Vaughn IV of Rich- 
mond was convicted of three 
counts of distribution of 
marijuana. He received 
suspended sentences totaling 10 
years and was placed on 
supervised probation for six 
years.

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3,000 ne w j obs In Chesapeake 

Many Beach workers

Volvo's decision to build a 
1100-million assembly plant in 
Chesapeake employing 3,000 
persona will not drain the local 
labor market, industrial and 
employment experts say. 

The auto manufacturing plant 
will start production in the fall 
of 1976. 

Volvo is expected to draw the 
majority of its employees from 
Virginia Beach and Norfolk, 
even though the plant will be 
located in Chesapeake, ac- 



cording to Jim Davis, industrial 
development representative 
with the city's economic 
development department.' 

ALTHOUGH Mr. Davis said 
he had no confirmation from the 
plant, his "general feeling" is 
that the largest number of 
employees would be from 
Virginia Beach and Norfolk 
"because the population is 
there." 

Mr. Davis said that 1,200 
people a month art now moving 
to Virginia Beach. He said that, 
although there are no statistics 



on how many of the newcomers 
would be seeking employment, 
there are many prospective 
employees available. 

Mr. Davis said that the Volvo 
company made an extensive 
survey of the area before 
deciding to locate the plant in 
Chesapeake. 

Besides information on tax 
rates, water supply and other 
necessary industrial in- 
formation, the survey included 
statistics on the availability of 
labor. 



"THEY MADE a very 
thorough study of the area," 
Mr. Davis said, and indicated 
that Volvo was not concerned 
about the local labor supply. 

"This is not to say that we 
have a high enemployment rate 
in Virginia Beach," Mr. Davis 
continued. "There are more 
employees available here." 

The Volvo operation will not 
cause a "great dislocation" of 
labor, said Everett Feldt, 
assistant manager of the 
Virginia Beach Virginia 
Employment Commission of- 
fice. 







'*> 
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Mr. Feldt said that the Volvo 
plant will cause no "dislocation 
in the labor market" and that he 
foresees "no large effect on 
wages." 

"I hardly think the plant will 
have any great influence on the 
local labor market," Mr. Feldt 
said. "We'll be abl^ to absorb 
the labor force." 

MR. FELDT also pointed out 
that the large influx of people to 
Virginia Beach includes a large 
number of experienced em- 
ployees. 



"There are so many people 
coming here from 

everywhere," Mr. Feldt said, 
"that we could almost furnish 
the Volvo plant with 
newcomers. 

"There are a large number of 
newcomers, especially 
women," Mr. Feldt continued, 
"who have had experience in 
factory work. There is also a 
small reserve of workers 
already living here who could 
be swiftly trained. The 
assembly line type of work is an 
area in which a person can be 



quickly trained," Mr. 
added. 

A spokesman for Guille 
Products Co., Inc., located on! 
South Witchduck Road in 
Virginia Beach, said that his 
company is now looking at the 
impact of the Volvo operation ] 
and "trying to see what the 
effect will be."

Guille Steel is one of Virginia 
Beach's largest industrial 
employers, the spokesman said. 

"We have regarded this thing 
carefully," he continued, "but 
we fed that it is too early to say 
what effect there might be."

POW Coker: 
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It's great 
to fly again 9 s 
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Lt. Cmdr. George T. Coker celebrated the seventh 
anniversary of his being taken prisoner of war by the 
North Vietnamese Aug. 27 by donning a squadron ball-cap 
and reporting for duty with Squadron VA-42 at Oceana 
Naval Air Station. 

Lt Cmdr. Coker thus became the first ex-POW to return 
to full duty status after the men returned home following 
their release from captivity.. He is a flight officer, 
bombardier-navigator, aboard an A6 Intruder Jet Attack - 
Aircraft 

Commenting on his activities, Lt. Cmdr. Coker said, 
"It's great to get back to work. It's great to fly again. ! 
Oceana basically is the same as when I left I was home as 
soon as I got here, it's really nice to be back." 

Lt Cmdr. Coker indicated any adjustment he has had to 
make involves the men he is flying with. He said, "It has 
been strange ore little unusual. At first you think you are 
one of them, then suddenly you feel you! re not, You think \ 
of them as being older than you, when really they're not ; 
It's not something you can adapt to in two days. If s not 
really like you're lost, it's more like walking around in a ; 
dare." 



HE INDICATED he has also been impressed by the 
caliber of the men he is working with. Lt Cmdr. Coker 
said, "the people seem to be a little bit more professional 
than before. Of course, the biggest thing is I'm older and 
have grown too. The. older group, which I'm part of, seems 
to be more professional than they were before. I guess this 
was there before, but I couldn't see it" 

One area in which Lt Cmdr. Coker apparently is haying 
no problems as far as readjustment is concerned, with the 
type aircraft he is working with. He said, "I am very 
fortunate in that the A6 was a brand new plane when I was 
frying earlier. There have only been minor changes made 
in it, and these were recently. So the other guys flying it 
have had to adapt to the changes the same as me. So 
basically I'm flying almost the same type of plane, and 
doing the same kind of job as when I left" 

HE GIVES you the impression he is also beginning to 
regain a feeling of independence when he says, "It's also 
great to have a little world of your own. After so many 
years I'm sleeping in a bed that's my own. I've got my 
own little working space, a desk with drawers and a 
chair." 

It is quite evident the long years of his forced removal 
from the American way of life hasn't had any significant 
change on at least one aspect of his life, in that he is 
bothered by some things which at times bother many of us. 

Lt Cmdr. Coker said, "I seem to have trouble with 
traffic, getting from one place to another and in trying to 
program my time. Everything seems to take longer than I 
anticipate. For example, getting a loaf of bread takes IS 
minutes, and buying gasoline takes more than two 
minutes. It just seems to take more time to get little things 
done. It's the little things that seem to make life 
frustrating. The big things take care of themselves. 
They're no problem." S^

in Virginia Beach

Autumn is , tree planting time 
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Transplant daffodils that 
have been in the same place for 
4-5 years. This will give you 
larger blooms next spring. Dig 
the bulbs now and replant at 
once. Naturalized bulbs can be 
left in the same spot for years, 
although the flowers will get 
smaller as the plants multiply. 

The garden should get a good 
clean-up about now. If old 
leaves and stems are removed, 
many insects and insect eggs 
will be destroyed so they won't 
be around causing problems 




next year. Either put them on a 
compost pile or spade them 
under. 

Put your grass clippings and 
the leaves that are beginning to 
fall on a compost pile. They will 
decompose into rich humus and 
can be put back onto the garden 
after decom post i ion 

Plant lillles. They are an 
over-looked flower that do well 
in Virginia Beach. .Many 
varieties are avialable and 
most can be picked bor 
bouquets. All provide color in 
the garden. 

Prepare a good seed bed for 
the lawn seed you're going to 
sow. Dr. A. J. Powell, Virginia 
Tech Turf Specialist, em- 
phasizes that you've "got to 



have good soil-seed contact." 
This means raking out the 
thatch, scarifying the soil if 
necessary — but get the seed 
and the soil in contact if you 
expect the seed to germinate 
and grow. 

Fertilize your lawn at once, 
say all extension specialists. 
Last week, the Channel 3 Lawn 
and Garden Program in 
Philadelphia was recom- 
mending immediate fer- 
tilization with a lawn fertilizer 
that contains at least one-third 
the nitrogen to be long lasting 
ureaform, often called W.I.N, 
(water-insoluble nitrogen). 
Check the back of the bag for 
the guarantee so you'll know 
what you're getting.

RARE AND unusual, this 
iris bucharica is a robust 
growing species which 
flowers toward the end of 
April and does well in a 
sunny, well-drained spot.

The Kempsville project will 
cost (4,500. The city will provide 
$3,000, with the club providing 
the balance. An initial check of 
$250 was given to Mr. Barnes by 
the club. ; . 



Trees add beauty to your 
surroundings, shelter your 
home from sun and wind, purify 
the air you breathe, and 
dramatically increase the value 
of your property. 

All too often, however, their 
lives are shortened, their 
beauty blighted by 
malnutrition, thirst, injury, 
fungus infection, insect attacks 
and a host of other ills that 
might be prevented by careful 
planning and maintenance. 

Fall is an ideal time in 
Virginia Beach to plant new 
trees. Every nursery has a wide 
selection of varieties. Select the 
variety you want for a specific 
purpose. 

PATIENCE is the best policy, 
advises North Carolina State 
University extension specialist 
Fred Whitfield. He suggests 
using trees small enough to be 
planted by hand. 

Always dig a hole twice as 
large as the roots and re-fill it 
with a mixture of peat moss and 
the soil you took out. Leave the 
surface slightly depressed like a 
saucer so it will catch water and 
keep the newly planted tree 
healthy. 

For those blessed with hand- 
some, established trees, fall is 
the best time to prune, fertilize 
and spray. For some reason, 
people think trees don't need to 
be fed. 

IT'S TRUE that they grasp up 



some of the fertilizer you put on 
your lawn, but they need their 
own feeding as well. Buy and 
use a special tree fertilizer this 
fall, following directions. 

As for pruning, if you can do it 
yourself, now is the time to get 
it done. If your trees are large 



and you don't like to climb a 
ladder, better call a 
professional. 

You can spray your own trees 
with a good hose-end sprayer, 
but here again is a job often 
done best by a professional.

Q. What trees can be planted for quick growth? — 
William W., Thalia. 

A. The Chinese or Siberian elm is a fast growing tree 
that most nurseries carry. The Chinese elm is immune to 
Dutch elm disease but it is very suspectible to being 
stripped by Japanese beetles if we have a bad infestation. 
Another fast grower is the silver maple, which Rives 
plenty of growth in 5 to 10 years. Weeping willow also 
grows fast but should be kept away from water and sewer 
or septic lines, as the roots will seek water. 

Q. Now that fall is here, I'm cleaning up my garden 
shelves. Should I keep pesticides — and what about seed 
that's leftover — those partial packages? — Dr. R N., 
Baycliff. 

A. Most pesticides have a shelf-life of two years. After 
that time, whether they will do the Job is questionable. As 
to seeds, you'll find disagreement among garden 
authorities, but it's my recommendation that you buy new 
seed.

Bayside stays unbeaten 
with win over Patriots 



The Energy Crunch:

Two undefeated teams took 
the field Friday night at 
Bayside. After Marlin running 
backs Leandis Hodges and 
Roscoe Coles rushed for 301 
yards, there was only one. 
Bayside rolled to an impressive 
28-13 victory over First 
Colonial. 

Coles ignited the Bayside 

fense early in the first 
quarter. The senior tailback 
started on a sweep to his right, 
got a block from running mate 
Hodges and sped down the 
sideline for a 42-yard touch- 
down. Don Harold kicked the 
extra-point and Bayside had a 7- 
lead with 6:08 left in the first 
quarter. 

It took First Colonial 15 
seconds tojcnot the score. Bill 
Harris grabbed the ensuing 
kick-off and raced 93 yards for 
the score. Alex Somarkis 
converted the PAT and the 
scoreboard read 7-7. 

WITH A second and four at 
their own 18, Bayside 
quarterback Joe Osborne called 
on Hodges for the first time. The 
bruising fullback responded 
with a 65-yard gallop to the 
Partiot 17. From that point, 
Coles carried the ball four 
straight times and finally went 
over from two yards out. Harold 
was on target with his 
placement, and with only four 
seconds gone in the second 
quarter the Marlins had a seven 
point cushion. 

First Colonial's efforts to 
close the gap were stopped by 
the Bayside defense and their 
own mistakes. A Patriot drive 
to the Bayside 27 died when 
quarterback Chris Swecker 



and safty Cecil Duke in- 
tercepted. 

The First Colonial defense 
stiffened and forced a Marlin 
punt. Jerry Onhaizer returned it 
16 yards to the Bayside 28 only 
to have a clipping penalty 
nullify the runback and move 
the Patriots back to their own 
47. The huge Bayside defense 
took command, and three piays 
later the Patriots were faced 
with a fourth and 22.' 

NEAR THE end of the half, 
Bayside threatened to widen the 
margin. Using the running of 
Hodges and Coles, the Marlins 
moved to the First Colonial 26. 
Defensive back Carl McDonald 
ended the threat with a diving 
interception of an Osborne pass 
in the end zone. 

The half ended with Bayside 
holding on to their slim one 
touchdown lead. Coles was the 
offensive star of the first half 
gaining 101 yards on 15 tries. 
First Colonial could manage 
only 34 yards rushing and 23 
through the air: 

Hodges took over the spotlight 
in the second half. On Bayside's 
second offensive play of the 
half, Hodges broke free for 
another long gainer. This time, 
the Eastern Districts leading 
rusher travelled 52 yards for a 
touchdown. Harold converted 
again, and the Marlins were on 
top 21-7 with 8 : 52 left in the third 
quarter. 

THE PATRIOTS made a bid 
to catch up as they reeled off 
two straight first downs 
. following the kick-off. Once 
again the Bayside defense rose 
to the occassion, this time in the 
person of Mike Lukasiewicz. 
The defensive tackle dropped 
Swecker for a six yard loss to 
kill the drive. 
Following that defensive 



gem, the Marlins started a 
march that iced the game. 
Bayside drove 67 yards in 15 
plays with the touchdown 
coming on a five yard Osborne 
to Elton Gross pass. Harold 
converted his fourth straight 
extra-point and the Marlins had 
an insurmountable 21 point lead 
with only 9:45 left to play. 

LOOKING back, Bayside 
Coach Bob Hicks viewed the 
drive as a key point in the game. 
"We kept the ball for seven 
minutes so not only did we score 
but we ate up a lot of important 
minutes. 

First Colonial scored once in 
the final quarter on a ten-yard 
half back pass from McDonald 
to Larry Goffigan, but the clock 
was against the Patriots. 

The Marlins had numerous 
stars in gaining their fourth 
straight win. Hodges had a 
game high 153 yards on 14 
carries while Coles added 148 
yards. On defense, the entire 
Marlin line kept Swecker 
company in the Patriot back- 
field while linebackers Tom 
Willie and Harold were stan- 
douts with 14 and 12 tackles 
respectively. Coach Hicks had 
special praise for the smallest 
member of his starting unit, 
5'7" 155 pound center Scott 
Parker. Parker's assignment 
for the night was to block one of 
the toughest defensive linemen 
around in Danny Drinko. "We 
were on Scott all week about his 
having to handle Drinko," said 
Hicks, "and that's just what he 
did". 

Bayside is now the only un- 
beaten team in Virginia Beach. 
The Marlins are serious con- 
tenders to become the first 
Beach team to capture the 
Eastern District crown since 
Princess Anne in 1967.

Vepco's answer to today's energy crunch and 
tomorrow's growing demands for electricity is safe, 
clean nuclear energy.

Solar power is already providing electricity 
for Skylab.

And here on earth, 
so much of the sun's light is scattered and filtered 
by the atmosphere that it would take 100 square 
miles of solar cells just to supply Richmond with 
electricity -and the costs would probably be huge. 

What about geothermal energy? The same 
heat from deep in the earth's core that makes "Old 
Faithful" spurt could, theoretically, 1* used to con- 
vert water to steam to run an electric power plant. 
But first we'll have to learn how to drill wells that 
are four times larger than an oil well and 50% deeper 
than man has ever gone before. Even so, there is 
already a VPI study to look into it. 2 

While the practical application^ power from 
these and other known sources -including the tides 
and the winds -is probably decades away. Vepco 
is already putting some new sources of electricity 
into actual operation. 

In 1979, water running downhill from a high 
mountain reservoir in Bath County to a lower one 
will generate electricity during the day and be 
pumped uphill again with surplus power at night, 
when customer needs are low. 

In the meantime, whether it's catching the 
sun or harnessing a mountain stream, if there's a 
chance it can help meet your needs with power to 
spare, the utility industry is going to be looking 
into it.

Can a new homeowner afford a Virginia lawyer?

WASHINGTON - In October, 1971, Lewis 
Goldf arb and his wife decided to buy a new house 
in Reston, Va. They had the financing and were 
ready to sign a sales contract for a house they 
had picked out of a cluster of 21 houses then 
under construction by one developer. 

But when he read the contract, Goldf arb found 
he was required to pay legal fees to a lawyer 
designated by the developer for examination of 
the title to the home. Goldf arb considered the 
size of the fees "an outrage." 

Though he did sign the contract, Goldf arb, a 
lawyer with the consumer protection bureau of 
the Federal Trade Commission and a member of 
the D. C. bar, decided he would either do the 
legal work himself or find someone else to do it 
for less than the developer's lawyer. But he 
learned from a title insurance company that only 
members of the Virginia bar can ekamine 
Virginia titles and that the state bar prescibes a 
minimum fee schedule for lawyers performing 
services like title search, writing a will, and 
giving tax advice. These fees were the same as 
those charged by the developer's lawyer. 



Still unwilling to pay the high fees, Goldfarb 
and his wife wrote to 31 young lawyers whom he 
thought might do the work for him. Of the 19 who 

responded, all declined, citing the Virginia bar 
code of ethics which prohibits lowering fees 
except in the case of special relationships, such 
as for long-term dients. He refused to establish 
such a relationship for minor business. 



GOLDFARB LATER brought suit against the 
Virginia bar and several local, bars in Northern 
Virginia, including that in Fairfax County, 
charging that by setting minimum fees the 
groups were engaged in illegal price-fixing 
under the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. A federal 
court ruled that the Act applied to local 
associations but not the state association, which 
was created by the General Assembly and 
therefore not under the Sherman act. The case is 
now under appeal. 

James McKenry, president of the Virginia 
Beach Bar Assn., agreed that the establishment 
of minimum fee schedules is a type of price 
fixing. He added that the Virginia Beach Bar 



Assn., like many other local associations, 
abandoned the use of minimum fees long ago. 

Goldfarb told his story Sept. 20 to a special U. 
S. Senate subcommittee investigating the 
availability of legal services to low and 
moderate income groups. Representatives from 
major lawyers' associations and from the 
Justice Department testified that minimum fees 
do violate anti-trust laws because they pre-empt 
the kind o f marketplace compet it ion that enables 
a consumer to choose legal services according to 
his budget and needs, as in buying food and 
clothing. 

Acting Asst. Atty. Gen. Bruce Wilson stated 
the position of the Justice Department: "It 
seems clear that minimum fee schedules... raise 
the cost of legal services to the consuming 
public, deprive theconsumer of a choice based at 
least in part upon the price of services... and 
invade the right of the legal practitioner to 
determine on an individual basis his charge for 
services, reflecting his own costs and abilities." 

THE RATIONALE of the bar associations, 
said Goldfarb and other witnesses, is that 



minimum fee schedules serve to guide lawyers, 
especially inexperienced ones, in setting prices 
and that they insure that inscrutable individuals 
don't undercut respectable lawyers by offering 
inferior service at a lower rate. The effect, he 
said, is that a lawyer is chosen not on the basis of 
price, but rather for the services he can provide. 

But, Goldfarb noted, "For vast numbers of 
people, the fee a lawyer charges is the only 
factor that is considered in deciding not which 
lawyer to hire but whether any lawyer can be 
hired." He said the Virginia bar and others like 
it, by setting minimum fees, "have created an 
artificial barrier to the effective use of the legal 
system to resolve disputes." 

The victims of the fee system, said Sen. John 
V. Tunney (D— Calif.) chairman of the sub- 
committee, are low to moderate income groups. 

"We've created a rather novel situation," he 
said. "The very rich have good representation 
because they can afford it, and the very poor 
have relatively good representation" through 
legal aid programs sponsored by the com- 
munity. "But we have this middle income group 
who can't afford minimum fees" and who don't 



qualify for legal aid. He said special government 
programs are needed to fill this gap. 

THE POSITION of the American Bar 
Association (ABA), a spokesman said, is that 
minimum fees "cannot ethically be made 
mandatory or obligatory" and that lawyers 
should not be disciplined by local bars for not 
adhering to fee schedules. 

In a special opinion, the Virglnai bar has taken 
exception to this position and suggested that 
lawyers should feel ethically bound to the fee 
schedules >' 

Goldfarb said after the hearing that the state 
bar still holds to its position, though he felt it 
might change "after the issue is resolved by the 
courts." 

Spokesmen for the Virginia bar declined to 
comment because the case is still pending in the 
courts 

The ABA said the trend in state bars is to get 
away from ethically mandated minimum fees in 
favor of setting fees on a time basis. "The 
profession has generally outgrown the use of 
minimum fee schedules," an ABA spokesman 
said.

The raffles are authorized 
under regulations similiar to 
those providing for the staging 
of bingo games by non-profit 
organizations. 

Prior to the issuing of a 
permit, applicants must receive 
approval from the city health 
and planning departments, fire 
inspectors office and pass close 
screening by the police 
department. 

Types of organizations which 
could qualify for raffle permits 
include war veteran 
organizations, fraternal, civic, 
and religious organizations, as 
well as volunteer fire depart- 
ments and rescue squads. 

Those wishing further in- 
formation concerning the raffle 
permits, dr to obtain necessary 
application forms, should 
contact the police Central

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Sins of fathers (and mothers): Inherited child abuse

Johnny is 8 months old. He has one brother and 
one sister, ages 16 months and 3 years. Johnny's 
parents are young and emotionally immature. 
They don't have much money. Suddenly, Johnny 
becomes ill. Ifs not serious, but he becomes 
cranky. He cries a lot. 

' Johnny's parents begin to neglect him. Later, 
they begin to beat him. 

When Johnny grows up and becomes a parent, 
he abuses his children. When his children grow 
up and become parents, they in turn abuse their 
children. 

This picture of the vicious cycle of child abuse 
was drawn recently by a panel of experts in 
child abuse who addressee! about 200 social 
workers at the two-day Eastern Conference of 
the Virginia Council on Social Welfare held at the 
Mariner Motel here. 

THE "BATTERED child syndrone" can be 
eliminated, the experts said, if a strong 
preventive child abuse program is initiated, with 
a follow-up program of strong state laws. 
• Among the professionals and interested 
volunteers who participated in a panel on "The 
Abused Child: Society's Innocent Victim" were 
Blanca La Fontaine, supervisor of Chesapeake's 
Department of Social Services; Dr. Jean 
Dowling, Virginia Beach pediatrician, and 
psychiatrist and' director of the Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation Services Board, and 
Richard M. Bagley, member of the Virginia 
House of Delegates and the Hampton Child 
Abuse Action Group. 

Mrs. La Fontaine pointed out certain 



characteristics of the battering parents. She said 
that the child abuser can be found in any 
segment of society. 

Battering parents lack trust in themselves and 
others, she said. They cannot love and they have 
feelings of hostility and apathy. 

The "battered child syndrone" begins when 
the parents inflicts on his or her own child the 
hurt they have experienced themselves as a 
child. 

AN ABUSING parent has usually been abused 
by his or her own parents. 

The abusing parent is usually young, 
emotionally immature, has two or three children 
in rapid succession and has a combination of 
other problems, including problems with 
finances. 

The prospective abusing parent becomes a 
child abuser in actuality when some family 
stress situation occurs, such as an accident, a 
family move or an illness. The parent cannot 
tolerate the stress, and thus takes it out on his or 
her children. 

"To help this parent," Mrs. La Fontaine said, 
"we must break the chains he has inherited from 
his own parents." 

Although the child often must be placed away 
from his own home, Mrs. La Fontaine said that 
this was not the solution to the problem since 
"even if they are abused, these children love 
their parents." 

Dr. Dowling, speaking on the ideology of child 
abuse, said that experts hope to come up with the 
root factors, "the key to unlock the door, so to 
speak." 

She said that real studies in the field of child 
abuse were not begun until the 1960s and much is 



still not known about the causes of "this kind of 
human violence." 

ABUSING parents usually have one or more of 
four common fantasies, Dr. Dowling said. They 
sometimes believe their children have 
supernatural powers over them. Sometimes they 
see their children as having sexual prowess and 
fear that their children will seduce the parent of 
the opposite sex. 

The abusing parent, being dependent and 
immature himself, finds these same qualities 
intolerable in his own children. The abusing 
parent often substitutes the child for his own 
abusing parent, thus the parent punishes his 
"parent" through the child. 

Dr. Dowling also said that some children are 
more likely to be abused than others. The 
"abusable child" is often retarded, making him 
more difficult to care for than the "normal" 
child, she said The abusable child is usually 
between the ages of 8 months to 2 years old This 
is when the child begins to view himself as a 
separate individual from the parent, a situation 
the abusing parent finds intolerable. 
' "We are now getting more information on the 
problem," Dr. Dowling said, "and we need to 
utilize our trained professionals and volunteers 
to look for more subtle factors." 

Del. Bagley said that stronger legislation on 
thild abuse is now likely to be written since there 
,is so much public concern about the problem. 

"Public opinion is what will lead to legislative 
action," he said. 

Del. Bagley explained the current state child 
abuse laws, saying that there are very few laws 
on child abuse. 

HE SAID that, currently, the law reads that 



certain professionals should report instances of 
child abuse to the proper authorities. 
Del Bagely emphasized that the w ord "s hould" 
in the law renders it almost meaningless since 
no penalties are imposed for not reporting 
Instances of child abuse. 

The Governor's Task Force on Child Abuse has 
recommended making the laws stricter. Del. 
Bagley said that he neither endorsed nor opposed 
the recommendations. 

Essentially, the recommendations strengthen 
the law by making it a legal necessity for police, 
social workers, doctors, etc. to report child 
abuse cues to the courts. 

The recommendations call for local welfare 
d e pa rt ments, and not the courts, to have total 
responsibility for all child abuse cases. 

The committee recommended that hospitals 
be able to retain custody of children brought in 
for suspected child abuse for up to 12 hours 
without a court order and without the parents' 
permission. 

The committee also recommended the 
appointment of lawyers by the court to represent 
the child in a child abuse case. 
' They also recommended that photographs be 
taken of the child abuse victim and used in court 
with or without parental consent. 

Another recommendation was for the state's 
statutes to be specifically written to make child 
abuse either a misdemeanor or a felony, 
depending on the severity of the crime. 

Another proposed law would require an 
autopsy in all cases of sudden or unexpected 
death of a child. 

Del. Bagley said that a joint subcommittee 
may hold public hearings on the proposed law 
after examining the Task Force report. g

Police ready 
anti-burglary 
HIT program

The Virginia Beach Police 
Department is formulating a 
new Tactical Burglary Unit to 
serve as nucleus of a High 
Intensity Target (HIT) anti- 
burglary campaign, which is 
planned to begin operation with 
six months. 

The HIT program, expected 
to cost almost $300,000, will be 
partially federally funded. It is 
anticipated the program will 
decrease residential and 
commercial burglaries, 
classified as the crime of 
highest frequency, in the resort 
city by five per cent over an 18- 
month period. 

This new unit will include 
specialists such as investigative 



team, the K-9 Corps, the nar- 
cotics squad, diving (earn, and 
equipment designed to serve 
requirements of this type 
operation. The entire operation 
will be supervised by a project 
director, who is expected to be 
appointed in the near future. 

Total cost of the operation 
during its first 18 months has 
been placed at $290,979. with the 
city's share of this cost placed 
at $53,389. Nearly all of the 
remaining funds have been 
covered in a Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration 
(LEAA) fund grant approved 
by the Virginia Division of 
Justice and Crime Prevention.

drug sentencing 



Fletcher C. Pitts is awaiting 
sentencing on his conviction of 
possession of cocaine which 
officials say would have a street 
sale value of $14,500. 
Investigators said it is the 
largest single confiscation of 
the drug ever uncovered in the 
city and was classified as pure 
cocaine. Mr. Pitts faces a 
maximum sentence of 10 years 
in prison. 

During Pitts' trial, police Det. 
R.W. Harris testified the drug 
was found in a bedroom of a 
62nd Street home occupied by 
19-year-old Mr. Pitts. Det. 
Harris said the cocaine was 
found hidden in a hole concealed 
by a large safe in the wall of the 
bedroom closet. 

Thomas S. Brown, 22, tried as 
a codefendant of Mr. Pitts, is 
alsc; awaiting, sentencing 
following his conviction of 
possession of hashish. Mr. 
Brown also faces a maximum 



prison sentence of 10 years. Det. 
Harris testified the hashish was 
found in a nightstand drawer in 
Brown's bedroom of the 62nd 
Street home shared by the men. 

Judge Paul W. Ackiss delayed 
sentencing of both men pending 
results of a background report, 
and permitted them to remain 
free on bond. 

In other Circuit Court action 
Judge George W. Vakos placed 
Leonard P. Liebe on three 
years' supervised probation on 
his conviction of two counts of 
sale of marijuana. Mr. Liebe, 
20, of Floral Street, was con- 
victed of "accommodation 
sales" of the drug. This resulted 
from his acting as "a go- 
between" ki transmitting drugs 
from the supplier to those 
purchasing the drugs. Judge 
Vakos gave Mr. Liebe 12 
months suspended jail sen- 
tences on each conviction, then 
placed him 'on probation.

Dredges await council OK

A Virginia Beach without sand — the 
entire beach eroded away. Hard to 
imagine, but a possibility if the city 
does not find a constant source of sand 
replacement 

The Erosion Commission dredges are 
idle now, awaiting the go ahead to 
dredge sand from a strip of land along 
General Booth Blvd., formerly known 
as Camp Pendleton. 

The Virginia Beach City Council 
Monday gave tentative approval to 
dredge the Pendleton properties but 
reserved the right to change their 
minds by next week and instructed that 
the dredges wait until that time. 

The beach is now in the same position 
it was two years ago in October when 
ideas drifted as to possibilities for sand) 
replacement, and by February it was 
in critical condition, according to 
Beach Borough Councilman Robert 
Callis. 

AFTER A meeting with the Virginia 
Beach Erosion steering Committee last 
week Robert Furniss Jr., of the Erosion 
Commission, appeared before the 
councU Monday asking permission to 
dredge 5.7 acres of the highlands in the 
.Pendleton property. The steering 
committee had originally okayed the 
dredging of a 25-foot strip of the land, 
but when Mr. Furniss talked with 
dredge operators, he found it was not 
feasible to dredge less than a 50-foot 
strip of the land. Before appearing 



before the council, the amount of land 
sought was up to the 5.7 acres — and 
while Mr. Furniss said the commission 
would settle for the 50-foot strip for 
now, he told the council that unless 
other sources of sand could be found 
they would probably be returning to the 
chamber to seek additional dredging 
permission eight months from now. 

THE COUNCIL discussed other 
possibilities for sand sources — none of 
which are available Immediately. All 
other sources would require permits to 
dredge frofft**the Army Corps of 
Engineers after approval from the 
environmental agencies. Dredging of 
the -Pendleton properties will re- 
quire an environmental impact 
statement, which the corps advisea can 
be easily obtained since the land was 
dredged once before. 

The Corps is now optimistic about 
implementing a system of stockpiling 
sand out of the Thimble Shoals 
maintenance program onto Fort Story 
land. This could provide as much as 
300,000 to a million yards of sand for the 
beach — as much as 130,000 yards of 
new sand material each year in ad- 
dition to the sand traps at Rudee Inlet, 
Mr. Furniss said. But, because the city 
does not yet know if it can obtain the 
land at Fort Story, it would be at least 
a year, and maybe two years, before all 
the red tape could be cut to allow for 
this type of beach replenishment. 

Last year, the commission attempted 
to get permission to dredge a portion of 
the Eureka Brick properties, but en- 



vironmental agencies have advised 
against the destruction of the area's 
marshland. 

Mayor Robert Cromwell stated he 
found it "absurdly inconsistent that the 
same agency that won't let us dredge a 
channel just big enough for our dredges 
in the marsh will let us dredge away 
part of a valuable part of land in 
Virginia Beach. 

WHILE THE Corps works on ob- 
taining permission for the Thimble 
Shoals project, the commission plans to 
try to work out details for truck hauling 
projects from Rudee Inlet and for 
maintenance dredging at Long Creek 
and also from property which may be 
privately owned in Lynnhaven Inlet 

Another representative of the 
Erosion Commission told the council 
that unless the other sand sources can 
be worked out, the city should expect to 
lose the entire Pendleton property in 
order to maintain the beach 

City Councilman Donald Rhodes 
questioned Mr. Furniss as to whether 
the Corps was considering any type of 
retention of the sand already on the 
beach as well as working on replenish- 
ment projects, but Mr Furniss stated 
that little progress has been made in 
that direction 

"So far, there is no indication that 
retention is going to be effective on the 
Atlantic Ocean coastline," Mr. Furniss 
said.

Motel turns 



r council session 
to verbal brawl 

The Virginia Beach City Council was like a group 
of sitting ducks last week as the members of the 
Russell Chaplain family, who were applying for a 
permit to build a hotel on the oceanfront, took pot 
shots at the individual council members. 

Part of the family approached the podium to 
speak to the council, and it was like the calm before a 



storm when they volunteered to ahfswer any 
questions the council might have. 

Unfortunately for Councilman Charles Gardner- 
he had a question. Almost before he could get a 
word out of his mouth, daughter Suzanne Chaplain 
blasted him, saying that he shouldn't have a right to 
ask any questions or vote on the application since 
he had his own hotel and just didn't want the 
competition of an additional hotel at the beach. Her 
two brothers, who had accompanied her to the 
podium, chimed in with their remarks— and it 
wasn't long before the father, Russell Chaplain was 
on his feet engaging in the shouting match. 

Trying to help pull Mr. Gardner out his 
predicament, Vice-major Reid Ervin attempted to 
ask a question concerning the height of the building, 
but the Chaplains returned his" question with a slam 
that he too had "interests" in property at the beach. 
Mr. fevin, as calml y as h e co ul d , tried to ex p la i n 
that he had no motel connections. 

Several other councilmen expressed concern 
over the height of the proposed 21 -story- structure. 
Mr. Gardner asked the applicants if they had 
considered the size of the shadow the hotel would 
cast on the beach. Immediately, the Chaplains told 
Mr. Gardner that even he couldn't prevent his 
motel from casting a shadow when there wajs 
sunlight. They added that while some persons liked 
to sit in the sun, others prefered the shade. 

The council approved the application— but just 
barely— by a vote of 6 to 5. Before making the 
motion for approval, the council called for any 
opposition to the application. A representative from 
Oceana Naval Air Station appeared to caution the 
council that the height of the structure might 
violate Federal Aviation standards. He told them 
that planes can fly as low as 210 above mean sea 
level in that area. 

Back on their feet again, the Chaplains stated the 
hotel would be only 190 feet high and therefore 
v/ould not violate any height regulations. 

It may not violate any regulations, but the 
Chaplains also mentioned that the hotel will have a 
rooftop swimming pool and sundeck. It should be 
interesting to see how many of the swimmers and 
sun bathers request ear plugs— or maybe the hotel 
management already has plans to provide them.

ARE library controversy continues

Residents surrounding the 
Assn. for Research and 
Enlightenment (ARE) 
headquarters are embroiled 
again in public controversy 
over ARE's plans to construct a 
library-conference center at its 
Atlantic Avenue site. A suit has 
been filed in Circuit Court 
aimed at halting construction, 
which has begun with ex- 
cavation work, of the new 
$75,000 center, while residents 
bordering the site are oppossing 
each other over allowing the 
facility to be built. 

Further action is expected 
Friday on the suit filed last 
week by Robert M. Fanney Jr., 
and his wife, or 64th Street, 
which contends the use permit 
issued Sept. 13 for the center's 
construction should be in- 
validated and a work stop order

issued. Fanney claims city 
council's Sept. 10 approval of 
the use permit is invalidated 
since legal action is pending on 
whether ARE is a nonprofit 
organization. Fanney also 
contends ARE made unlawful 
use of a building permit which 
reportedly expired prior to its 
being used. 

Mrs. Thomas S. Ayres Jr.. 
reflected the sentiments of her 
67th Street neighbors in op- 
posing the center by saying, 
"Frankly I have been against it 
because you just don't know 

next. But they've alreadv 
started it, and I guess we just 
have to live with it." 



OTHER nearby residents, 
who declined to be identified, 
expressed similiar sentiments 
such as "We ought to know 
exactly what they're going to do 
when they say they're putting 
up a library and other facilities. 
What are the other facilities? 
I'm not against the library, 
What I'm against is they're 

going to use this for everything. 
This is just a foot in the door. 
Frankly I have been against it 
because you just don't know 
what they're going to do next." 
"The opposition also contended 
ARE has violated property 
boundaries previously by 
saying the organization "...has

beyond the property line, and 
some of their pipes have caused 
gulleys and toppled trees. City 
council knows about this, but to 
my knowledge nothing has been 
done about it." 

When Attorney Grover 
Wright presented ARE's ap- 
plication for the center to the 
planning commission in August, 
he also presented a petition 
signed by nearly 700 north 
Virginia Beach residents 
voicing approval of the project. 

However efforts to locate a 
number of these, who listed 
their addresses as 67th Street, 
through telephone listings 
proved unsuccessful in finding 
such parties at the given ad- 
dresses. Efforts to contact Mr. 
Wright to assist in locating 
supporters of the proposed 
center also proved un- 
successful.

"I think a man's pay and his living conditions are 
the biggest influence on a man's morale, and I 
wanted to see what I could do in this respect," Ens.

Tracking railroads 

Sir: '. 

The plight of the railroads in the 
northeastern region of our country 
continues to occupy attention of our 
regulatory agencies and even Members 
of the Congress as indicated by such 
bills as H. R. 9069 and H. R. 9142 and 
also S-2188. 

These bills propose complicated 
plans for aiding and— or operating the 
bankrupt railroads and other railroads 
in that area that will join the plans in 
the 17 states served mainly by the Penn 
Central Railway, involving the ex- 
penditure of large sums of federal 
funds. For example, H. R. 9069 would 
authorize federal obligations up to $5 
billion. 

Federal funds should never be used 
for the benefit of citizens in selected 
areas of our country. The so-called 
passenger service is an example of 
federal funds being used to aid 
passenger service between selected 
large cities but not for small towns and 
communities where passenger service 
is so badly needed. 

More unfortunate, however, is the 
fact that these plans do not propose 



inland water-

ways, or that they be required to pay to 
the railroad charges representing 50 
percent- of what the railroad would 
charge for transporting their traffic, so 
as to aid the receivers kreompete with 
the larger ones.

Experience has demonstrated that 
our privately operated common 
carriers cannot be relied upon to meet 
the transportation needs of our country. 
Thus, nationalization appears to be th**-^ 
only alternative.

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Mirror puts 'fatties' in shape 
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Lose 40 pounds instantly

Ever wonder how you'd look 
10 pounds lighter? Or 20, 30 or 
even 40 pounds lighter? 

Art Weiner, co-founder and 
director of Weight Watchers of 
Del-Mar-Va, Inc.. can show you 
in an instant what it would be 
like to shed up to 40 pounds. 

Mr. Weiner has a special 
mirror, something like those 
tricky Fun House mirrors, 
which he brought to The Sun 
office last week to demonstrate. 

THE MIRROR, made for 
Weight Watchers, cost $500 and 
is not available for sale to the 
general public. The mirror is a 
gimmick, and a good one, 
designed to give obese people 
the incentive to lose weight. 

"Many fat people have never 
seen themselves thin," Mr. 
Weiner explained. "They've 
never been thin. They have no 



idea how they'd look if they lost, 
say, 40 pounds." 

He also said that many obese 
people who saw in the mirror 
what they would look like if they 
lost weight would rather buy the 
mirror, if that were possible, 
than actually go through the 
often slow and difficult process 
of losing weight. 

Mr. Weiner himself was once 
one of those fat people who had 
never been thin. He's now a 
study in sartorial splender. For 
last week's visit, he wore an 
elegant black and white 
checked suit with a red shirt 
open at the collar and accented 
with black patent leather shoes. 

HE NOW weighs 175 pounds, 
the weight he's managed to 
maintain for seven years on the 
Weight Watchers program. 
He's prosperous, busy and 
happy. 

But it wasn't always so. Seven 
v*»ars ago. he weighed 250 




pounds. He was a fat baby, a fat 
child, a fat teenager and a fat 
adult. Besides looking horrible, 
he felt horrible. All that extra 
weight was endangering his 
health. 

He had two heart attacks by 
the time he was 31. He also had 
gout and high blood pressure. 
One doctor told him he'd never 
live to see 40. 

But he'll be 40 next month, 
and he says he never felt better 
in his life. 

His wife Shirley, co-founder 
of the Del-Mar-Va Weight 
Watchers, was thin when they 
married 20 years ago. But then 
she began gaining weight with 
each baby she had (the Weiners 
have three children) and was 
soon up to 190 pounds. 

The Weiners went to their 
first Weight Watchers meeting 
together when they were living 
in Baltimore. "At the time, I 
thought it was a social club," 
Mr. Weiner said. 

HE GOT the inspiration to 
attend from his brother-in-law. 
"I thought that if that fat slob 
could lose weight, then this fat 
slob could lose weight, too," he 
said, pointing to himself with a 
grin. 

The night they went his wife 
wore a size 18 stretch jersey 
dress. She had to hold her 
breath to keep the zipper closed. 

Today, she wears a size 9 and 
doesn't have zipper problems. 

The Weiners became instant 
devotees of the program. They 
wanted to buy a Weight Wat- 
chers franchise and met with 



Jean Nidetch, founder of Weight 
Watchers, in New York. Mrs. 
Nidetch told Mr. Weiner that he 
Gould buy a franchise after 
extensive training. 

Two nights a week for 10 
months he rode the bus from 
Baltimore to New York to at- 
tend training sessions. He was 
also working at the time as an 
interior decorator. 

Today, they own the franchise 
for the Delaware-Maryland- 
Virginia area. (Franchises are 
no longer available in this 
country.) Both Weiners travel 
through the territory, holding 
classes, giving lectures, writing 
columns and ' generally 
promoting the Weight Watchers 
idea. 

"I'm an image," Mr. Weiner 
said frankly. "I'm what you can 
attain in Weight Watchers. I run 
a large organization and sign 
650 paychecks a month. 
Everyone who works for me is 
formerly fat. We've created an 
industry." 

Mr. Weiner and his wife are 
currently looking for an 
apartment in Virginia Beach for 
their second home. They now 
live in Wilmington, Del. He 
visits the area about once a 
week and will be giving a free 
lecture Oct. 17 at the Beach 
Weight Watchers center in the 
Princess Theatre building. 

"Weight Watchers gave me a 
life," He said sincerely. 
"So I have more or less 
dedicated myself to going 
around and preaching this 
thing. That's our whole idea for 
fat people. If I can do it, you can 
do it."

Lyman, a former college 
professor, come to life-as well 
as adding life to the rest of the 
play. 

Other cast members are also 
outstanding, even though the 
play itself is not too dynamic. 
Foy Shaw as Virgil Blessing, 
comes across as a real ranch 
hand with his wad of "tobaccy" 
in his mouth while he picks his 
guitar. Mr. Shaw had to learn to 
play the guitar for this per- 
formance. 

Lola Murrell is good in the 
role of the naive young waitress 
in contrast to the "ex- 
perienced" restaurant owner, 
Grace Hoylard (Jane 
Garrison).

Lawn tending is 
healthy exercise 

"Lawn tending can be gratifying exercise." says Dr. 
Robert Schery, director of the Lawn Institute and 
America's best known authority on grass. 

Who doesn't need exercise today? And whose lawn 
doesn't need some attention? Remember that both Dr. 
Schery and Dr. A. J. Powell, turf specialist at Virginia 
Tech, say "The time you spend on your lawn in the fall is 
worth twice as much as what you do in the spring." 

BE SURE TO fertilize your entire lawn if you haven't 
already done so. Use a special winter feritlizer. Virginia 
Tech recommends three fall fertilizations. Do it at least 
once; then if you're so inclined, fertilize again in 
November - or if you want to follow Virginia Tech's 
recommendations, try three feedings, one month apart. 

Dr. Schery states, "I especially like the slow-release 
lawn fertilizers, most of them driving nitrogen from urea- 
form (UF; e.g. "BlueChip" Nitroform). These non- 
burning fertilizers give a gradual feeding." 

Dr. Schery has also found that weeds can be killed much 
better in the fall. He recommends use of a weed and feed 
combination or spraying your lawn with a weed killer at 
this time of year. You kill not only the weeds you can see 
but many smaller, sprouting weeds that you cannot see 
with your eye. 

THE IMPORTANT points to remember are to (1) 
fertilize at least once (2) seed all the bare spots and 
overseed the entire lawn with Kentucky 31 fescue. Do as 
Dr. Powell advises, "get good soil seed contact by raking 
or spading so the seed and soil can touch one another" (3) 
water regularly and frequently and (5) mow as needed, to 
a height of two inches. 

It's so easy - and good exercise - and the time you spend 
this fall will result in a lawn you can be proud of next 
spring. 

questions & answers about lawns & gardens 

Q.I have seen notices in the paper about sprinkling black 
pepper around the foundation of a house or walls of a room 
indoors to keep out the ants. Will this really work?— Henry 
McD., Nimmo. 

A. I have never tried the black pepper idea, burin talking 
with some who have, their reply was "my ants must be dif- 
ferent . for it has never worked for me." Such stories get 
started somehow, perhaps by someone who never had an ant 
problem. If anyone has ever tried the "black pepper theory" 
and il worked, please write. 

Q. This is not a question but some information you may 
want to pass along. I planted one patio-type tomato this year 
and half a dozen regular ones. While the others have quit 
bearing, the patio-type keeps bearing. Every other day, I pick 
half a dozen or more of the small tomatoes. These are 
especially good for salads— John F„ London Bridge. 

V Thanks for passing this along. Many people avoid the 
small cherry-type tomatoes because they're too small for 
slicing but they are ideal for a tossed salad. My own keeps 
bearing - while the others have quit. It's something to 
remember when planting tomatoes next spring. 

O. I've read a lot lately about saving your own seed for 
-planting next spring. What do you think? Mrs. L.W.W., 
Princess Anne Plaza. 

A. i think the few cents you spend for seed 
al your nursery, garden center or hardware 
store is a much better investment than 

trying to save your own-unless you do it as a

to saving money next spring, is 
that the plants are a year older, 
bigger, and will bloom better 
next year than new, young 
plants you'd have to purchase. 
They need to have some sun, so 
try and put them in "a place 
where they get as much as you 
can provide. Remember, 
geraniums don't want much 
water. 

If you've fertilized your lawn 
once, Virginia Tech says it's 
time for the second fall fer- 
tilization.

Residents of Kempsville 
borough lost one and won one 
Tuesday at the Virginia Beach 
Planning Commission hearing 
as they opposed changes of 
zoning for two large tracts of 
land m their borough. 

The commission approved a 
change of zoning and use permit 
in the Fairfield area of the 
borough for a four-parcel, 25- 
acre tract of land to contain 433 
apartment units. 

The commission denied a 
change of zoning in the Haven 
Estates, Bellamy Manor, Fair- 
field and Acredale areas of the 
borough for a three-parcel, 157- 
acre tract of land. 

Fairfield residents appeared 
for the third time in three 
months to oppose the twice- 
deferred application of Jack P. 
DeBoer Associates of Wichita, 
Kan. for the aprtment complex. 

The item was deferred last 



month by the commission to 
give the developer and opposing 
residents time to work out a 
compromise. It waa deferred in 
August because of a technical 
error in the advertisement of 
the application. 

Richard C. McCluney, 
representing the Fairfield Civic 
League, told the commission 
that his group had met with the 
developer but no compromise 
had been reached. He also said 
that residents were mainly 
opposed to the planned density 
of the complex. 

The zoning change and use 
permit requests were also 
opposed by the Council of Civic 
Organizations. 

Attorney Thomas C. Broyles, 
representing the developer, told 
the commission that the 
developer had agreed to reduce 
the number of apartment units 
requested from 456 to 433. 

Some commissioners ex- 
pressed confusion over the 



density allowed, since the 
planning staff had recom- 
mended the use of townhouse 
density instead of garden 
apartment density. 

Commissioners also referred 
several times to what density 
would be allowed under the new 
Comprehensive Zoning 
Ordinance which has not been 
adopted yet. 

Representatives from the city 
attorney's office, the planning 
staff and a private real estate 
company were called in to 
answer technical questions 
posed by the commissioners on 
density and land use figures. 

After a one-hour debate, ( 
interrupted several times by' 
applause from the Fairfield 
residents, the commission voted 
7-3 to approve the complex with 
433 units. Two prior motions- 
one to deny the application and 
one to approve it— failed on 
close votes. 



Members of the Fairfield, 
Acredale, Havens Heights and 
Havens Estates civic leagues 
opposed Johnathan R. San- 
der lin's change of zoning ap- 
plication for three parcels of 
land in Kempsville. \_^ ■ 

Although no use permit was 
requested, Douglas Talbot, 
representing the developer, told 
the commission the 157-acre 
tract would include single and 
multi-family housing, a shop- 
ping center and an office park. 

Commissioners again raised 
the questions about the density 
of the large complex, citing 
gross vs. net density figures. 

Mr. Talbot said that the 
density figures should include 
land set aside for a proposed 
park and lake, while some 
commissioners felt that the 
acreage should not be included 
in figuring total density. 

The commission voted to deny 
the application. 




Fire Prevention Week proclaimed 
as Mayor Cromwell encourages safety 



Fire kills more than 12,000 
persons annually in the U.S. and 
Canada, according to statistics 
from the Virginia Beach Fire 
Department. Half of those 
deaths are a result of fires in the 
home. ^ 

In an effort to draw the 
public's attention to the need for 
more fire precautions, this 
week has been designated as 
Fire Prevention Week. Mayor 
Robert Cromwell, in joining 
with the national declaration, 
signed a proclamation last week 
urging all Virginia Beach 
Citizens "to help stop fires by 
being aware of and observing ■, 



fire prevention precautions." 
According to fire department 
statistics, 37 per cent of all 
home fires start in the living 
room, with kitchens, basements 
and bedrooms following as 
likely places for fires to start. 
Most fires occur between the 
midnight and 6 a.m. 

The fire department is urging 
all Virginia Beach residents to 
draw up a simple home fire 
escape plan and practice it. 
Escape plans should include 
two routes. All rooms should 
be inspected to select the best 
windows and doors for escape. 
Fire officials stress that all 
families should agree on a fire

VOTE ETHERIDGE!

As the school year gets under way, many students (and 
some parents) are keeping a worried and watchful eye on 
the job market. 

"What am I going to do when I get out of school?" is the 
big question. Unfortunately, too many students and their 
school counselors follow guidelines set out in such surveys 
as the Labor Department's "Occupational Outlook 
Handbook" which analyzes job opportunities for some 800 
occupations in 30 major industries. 

For example, the most recent handbook paints a 
gloomy picture for "actors and actresses, dancers, 
musicians and music teachers." saying their outlook for 
employment in the 1970s is "very limited." 

THIS MAY be true in the traditional or stereotyped 
roles for these occupations. According to John Crystal, 
president of Crystal Management Services, a career- 
planning expert, "There are all kinds of opportunities for 
people who love acting, singing or dancing." Crystal 
believes that the Labor Department and others are "just 
looking in the wrong places." 



Miiid Your Money 



He gives some examples: 

—There is an increasing number of opportunities for 
people with creative skills such as actors, dancers and 
singers in the rehabilitation and therapy fields. Hospital 
centers are using dancing and music in rehabilitation 
programs for disturbed or handicapped children. 

—The "Occupational Outlook Handbook" says jobs in 
the recreational field will be plentiful. Why can't aspiring 
actors, dancers, singers and others work in local 
government recreation departments to teach 
underprivileged children or put on shows . in 
disadvantaged areas? 

—The handbook contends that jobs are difficult, if not 
impossible, to find for teachers. This is true for many 
traditional public schools. But there are all sorts of 
openings for teachers in medical rehabilitation programs, 
especially in the teaching of handicapped or retarded 
children. There are also openings for teachers in 
industrial training programs. 

"THE MAIN thing," says Crystal, "is for a student to 
aim at jobs in the field that has captured his or her 
interest." In other words, do what you really want to do 
and find the job to fit it. 

Unfortunately, our education system isn't geared to 
help you do what you want to do. You're given a fixed 
education package and are then told to try to find a job 
that fits the courses you've taken. 

Crystal and other career planners advise students to get 
as much of the communications and investigative skills as 
they can from school. Writing, speaking and research 
(searching out facts for reports) are the skills that should 
be polished. If the school's curriculum doesn't give 
enough work in writing and speaking, then you should get it 
through extracurricular activities or part-time jobs. 

AS A matter of fact, Crystal says every high school and 
college student should supplement his or her regular 
courses with part-time paid or volunteer work. "Our 
education system is so divorced from reality," Crystal 
complains, "the kids might as well be coming in from the 
moon when they graduate." 

Consider your outside work as a form of "paid graduate 
school. ' ' It will help you decide on what you want to do and 
it will eventually help you gain experience in your chosen 
field. 

Never pick a job field just because the Labor 
Department, an employment agency or anyone else says 
there's a shortage of applicants. Also, Crystal advises 
young job seekers to avoid personnel departments. "It's 
better," he says, "to take your career ideas right to the 
boss or the department head." Your enthusiasm and all 
those outside activities should provide an entree.

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Friends of Court help juveniles

Fifteen-year-old Joe is in- 
. corrigible, hit parents say. 
They want no further respon- 
sibility for taking care of him. 
Joe is a habitual truant and has 
been in minor trouble with the 
law. He is in juvenile court and- 
the juvenile judge is trying to' 
decide what to do with Joe. 

Should he go back home, 
where his parents don't want 
him, to a detention home, or to 
jail? None of the choices is a 
good one. " 

So what will become of Joe? 

Joe may soon be able to get 
help through a program called 
the Friends of the Court, a 
volunteer program initiated 
about a year ago by Judge 
Frederick P. Aucamp, judge of 
the Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Court, and a con- 
cerned volunteer board of 
directors. 

The Friends of the Court is 
still in the "real baby stages," 
according to Michael Haynes, 
the program's volunteer 
coordinator, but now there is a 
"firm grasp of where we're 
going and what we want to do," 
Mr. Haynes said. 

MR. HAYNES has been a city 
juvenile probation officer for 1 
four years. He became the 
volunteer coordinator for the 
program after Judge Aucamp 
asked him to attend an out-of- 



town conference on volunteer 
court programs. 

"It was sort of, 'You want to 
be the volunteer coordinator, 
don't you?' "Mr. Haynes 
laughed, describing how he was 
tapped by the judge to direct the 
program. 

According to Mr. Haynes, 
Judge Aucamp and the board of 
directors were concerned that 
juvenile "status offenders" 
(those cited for truancy or in- 
corrigibility) had no place to go 
if, for some reason they couldn't 
go home, but didn't belong in a 
detention home or in jail. 

The Friends of the Court was 
first envisioned as a program of 
, volunteer homes, where 
juveniles would be placed on a 
"super temporary" basis, 
anywhere from two days to six 
weeks, until their problems 
could be ironed out. 

Now, although no juveniles 
have yet been placed in the 
volunteer homes, Mr. Haynes 
already sees the program ex- 
panding to include other types 
of assistance to juveniles. 
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"AFTER WE find enough 
couples willing to open up their 
homes to low-risk juveniles on a 
temporary basis," Haynes said, 
"then we plan to expand the 
program." 

"We would like to offer em- 
ployment counseling and, 
hopefully, employment. We 
could like to have people who 
are in business, not something 
like the Virginia Employment 
Commission, offer guidance to 
the, juveniles. 

"Then we would like to 
establish some kind of one-to- 
one relationship between the 
volunteer and the child and the 
child's family. 

"This would not be like the 
Big Brothers, which I un- 
derstand focuses on the kid. We 
want to focus on the family. We 
would like to find volunteers 
who could spend some time with 
the family, more time than the 
probation officers have. 

"Then we would like to 
provide transportation to the 
juvenile. There is a definite 
need for that as spread out as 
this city is. Someone to take the 



kid here and there, to a doctor's 
appointment, or to a recreation 
facility, or whatever. 

"WE'VE SPREAD out from 
the original concept of the 
volunteer homes," he con- 
tinued. 

The next step in the program, 
Mr. Haynes said, is setting up a 
system for screening and 
supervising the volunteer 
homes. He said that he has 
received three applicants for 
the program so far, but they 
have not yet been screened. 
Couples who open their homes 
to juveniles will receive no 
monetary compensation, he 
said. 

"At this point, we're only 
concerned about the kids who 
come through the court," Mr. 
Haynes ecplained. "But the 
program could mushroom. 

"The community is the 
largest resource we have. That 
is an unlimited resource. That 
means the program can be 
unlimited. We'll stafP^mall 
with the volunteer homes and go 
from there," he continued.

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ARE views library as city asset 



James Embleton, Assn. for Research 
and Enlightenment (ARE) executive 
director, says he feels opposition to 
ARE's proposed new library- 
conference center results from "...a 
lack of understanding of what the 
facility will mean to the area, and what 
it will provide for the city." 

Mr. Embleton added, "We feel it will 
be a definite asset to the community. 
We would welcome the community to 
use this facility to any degree if not 
interfering too greatly with our ac- 
tivities." 



ARE's proposed new library- 
conference center has become the topic 
of several suits filed in Circuit Court to 
prevent its construction. Judge Robert 
S. Wahab Jr., has scheduled a hearing 
on this matter for Monday. 

Mr. Embleton pointed to increasing 
use of ARE's facilities as creating the 
need for the new center, indicating 
these growing demands included use of 
the research library and staff. He said, 
"Basically we need additional staff 
space. We're not enlarging to ac- 



comodate increased crowds." 

CONTINUED growth of the ARE's 
reference library is another reason 
cited by Mr. Embleton in requiring the 
new facility. "We've got about 5,000 
books on hand," he said, "which we 
can't place on library shelves because 
of lack of space." Mr. Embleton 
pointed out that increasing use of the 
library by educational institutions, 
religious organizations, professional 
and social-service clubs, and the 
medical profession overtaxes present 
facilities. He said, "To try to study in 



this library is almost impossible," due 
to lack of adequate physical facilities. 
"We just need a facility more con- 
ducive to research." 

He also pointed out the use of the new 
center for research facilities will 
permit utilizing the existing building 
for required additional staff space. 

Mr. Embleton was also quick to 
disspell fears which have been voiced 
over what activities may be included in 
"related facilities" referred to in 
outlined plans for the center. He said, 
"We're not adding any activities which 
we're not already doing."

Long-awaited CZO may become law Oct. 29 



A Although most persons 

probably haven't stopped lately 
to question if Where they are 
living is properly zoned, 
Virginia Beach may finally get 
a long-awaited Comprehensive 
Zoning Ordinance, The or- 
dinance is scheduled for a final 
vote by the Virginia Beach City 
Council Oct. 29. 
Hopefully in its final rehash, 




the ordinance has come a long 
way from planning staff, to 
planning commission, through 
months of council workshops, a 
public hearing and back for 
further council workshops. The 
Sept. 24 public hearing on the 
CZO brought mounted criticism 
of the document's restrictions 
on the hotel zoning in the Beach 
Borough, as well as special 
requests for amendments to the 
ordinance. The council heard 
everyone who was present to 
speak, promising to take all 
suggestions and requests under 
consideration. 

MAJOR complaints from the 
Innkeepers Assn. centered 
around the maximum density 
and height restrictions for the 



resort k area^ In its revised 
version, the ordinance calls for 
a maximum density of 80 
lodging units per acre instead of 
60 in the Hotel District (HI), 
while it ups the maximum 
density to 160 lodging units or 80 
apartments per acre in the 
Resort Hotel District (H-2), 
where hotel owners were going 
to be limited to 100 lodging units 
or 50 apartments. In the Resort 
Commercial District (B-4), the 
council decided on a maximum 
density of 80 lodging units or 36 
apartments per acre, rather 
than limiting it to 116 lodging 
units and 18 apartments. 

As an answer to the height 
restrictions on the Resort Hotel 
District (H-2), the council 
raised the level a building may 



tower to 135 feet from thetr 
original proposal which would 
have limited the hotels to being 
no more than 100 feet high. 

While the council anticipates 
a long line of amendments to 



come they stated at the Sep- 
tember public hearing that 
there will be no further public 
. hearings on the ordinance, and 
any additional changes will 
have to come after the adoption 
of the CZO. "S^

Will the city ever buy Bow 
Creek Golf Course? Tune in to 
the Nov. 5 Virginia Beach City 
Council meeting to find out if 
the council will okay the third 
and a possible fourth appraisal 
of this controversial land 
parcel. 

Negotiations for the proposed 
purchase of the 118-acre land 
tract in the Princess Anne Plaza 
area have dragged on for 
months now with the owner and 
the city quibbling over the 
price. 

In a closed session Monday, 
which lasted 45 minutes, the 
Virginia Beach City Council 
was presented with a letter 
from Attorney Grover Wright 
representing the golf course 
owner Edward Garcia. The 
letter, an official rejection of 
the council's $1,035,000 offer to 
buy the land contigent on voter 
approval, proposed that an 
additional appraisal or ap- 



praisals, of the land be made. In 
formal session the council 
decided to delay a vote on Mr. 
Wright's proposal until Nov. 5. 

THE CITY previously 
received a $1,035,000 fair 
market appraisal of the land 
from real estate appraiser and 
consultant William Jonak 
Jr. Mr. Wright indicated that 
the owner did not find this 
appraisal satisfactiory since he 
has a buyer who has offered to 
purchase the land at a higher 
price. Originally, the city 
manager's staff valued the land 
at $900,000. 

Mr. Wright stated that Mr. 
Garcia, who has asked $1.5 
million for the parcel, would be 
willing to pay for any additional 
appraisals in order to work out 
terms with the city. The letter 
proposes that after another 
appraiser assesses the value of 
the land, "if his appraisal is 
within $50,000 of Mr. Jonak's 
appraisal, then the purchase 
price will be the average of the 



two appraisals; if his appraisal 
is not within $50,000 of Mr. 
Jonak's appraisal, then the two 
appraisers shall select a third 
appraiser and the average of 
the three appraisers shall be the 
purchase price." 

Mr. Wright says he does not 
know how long it will take to 
obtain the appraisals, but the 
owner is willing to wait because 
he "has offered the property to 
the city and it just seems the 
decent thing to do." • 

If the city and the owner can 
agree on a price tag, then the 
matter would most likely go to a 
special referendum, costing the 
city approximately $3,000. 

Should the purchase meet 
with voter approval, Mr. Wright 
proposed that "settlement 
shall be within '60 days.. .for 
cash or, ...if permitted by law, 
the owner will take 25 per cent 
cash and finance the balance 
over 10 years at five and one 
half per cent interest with 
payments to be made an- 
nually."

facilities. Dr. Brickell said. 



Instead, elementary school 
gymnasiums located near the 10 
secondary schools will be used 
for practice. 

The board appropriated $4,500 
to start the sport in the city's six 
high schools and four junior 
high schools. The funds will be 
used to purchase uniforms and 
equipment. 

After the first year of 
operation, the sport will be 
funded by each school's general 
athletic fund Proceeds from all 
sports at each school go into the 
general fund.

National Park Service has 
decided to give up in its fight 
against (he ocean to stabilize 
seashores under i(s jurisdiction, 
spokesmen for the Park Service 
say developed shore com- 
munities like Virginia Beach 
have "no choice" but (o con- 
tinue their own bait It's. 

Joseph C. Rumberg, deputy 
associate director for 
operations for (he Park Service, 
said Sept . 25 Virginia Beach and 
similar oceanfront com- 
munities are susceptible to the 
same irrepressible beach 
erosion process that made the 
federal government decide to 
cede (he ecological 
management of the beaches to 
nat ure. But , he said, established 
communities have such a large 
investment at stake, "about the 
only thing they can do is to 
continue the fight to hold back 
the sea." He said future growth 
in shore areas should be guided 
away from the sea and com- 
munity planners should 
discourage further develop- 
ment along beaches. 

In a major policy chanp? 
disclosed in Washington Sept. 
24, the Park Service decided the 
expenditure of millions of 
dollars to fight off the en- 
croaching ocean at national 
seashores has been not only 
wasted but has actually done 
more harm than good. 

"We feel, based on ex- 
perience, that it is no longer 
feasible to go on spending this 
money in a losing effort against 
the ocean," Richard Marks, 
chief of park operations, said. 
"The National Park Service 
feels- the management effort is 
not adequate to cope with the 



problem. It's inevitable that a 
storm will come in eventually 
and do the harm everyone 
fears." 

BUT UK SAID efforts to 
maintain the beach such as the 
sand replenishment program at 
Virginia Beach may be 
worthwhile. 

"That's a different situation. 
The National Park Service is 
not in the same light of 
recreation as Virginia Beach is. 
The expenditure there might be 
worth it. 

"The people at Virginia Beach 
must look at their situation— the 

resources available, the cost to 



erosion. The natural pattern at 
the shore, the report said, is for 
waves to carry over a low 
beachfront and to spend their 
force in long sweeping washes 
across and behind the beach. A 
low beachfront also allows for 
the periodic "overwash" from 
storms needed to maintain the 
ecological balance of the 
seashore environment.

$18 million since the 1930's to 
stabilize the beaches, according 
to Dolan 's report. An important 
effect of the new policy there, 
Park Service spokesmen said, 
will be to curtail the real estate 
development that has appeared 
in recent years. 

"Our major concern there is 
that the protection devices they 




have placed in that area ac- 
tually encourage development, 
and we think this is wrong," 
Rumberg said. He said the Park 
Service will work with residents 
of the island and with other 
authorities to minimize the 
impact of the new policy on the 
existing community. 

Rumberg said he does not 
expect the new policy to directly 
affect Virginia Beach. The only 
seashore area in Virginia under 
the jurisdiction of the Park 
Service is Assateague, which 
Rumberg said is still in such a 
relal ively natural state as not to 
be sustantially affected by the 
change. 

"THERE HASN'T been the 
major work done (to fight off 
the ocean) at Assateague as at 
Hat I eras," he said. 

Park service officials have 
begun seeking support for the 
policy in Congress where it is 
expected to meet considerable 
opposition. F.M. (Tiny) Hulton, 
aide to First District 
Congressman Thomas N. 
Downing. D-Va., said Tuesday 
it is loo early to measure the 
extent of the opposition. He said 
Downing has been aware of (he 
park service studies for some 
lime and is familiar with the 
reasons for (he change, but he 
said Downing has not yet laken 
a position on the issue.

The city's press 
releases are the ones that have been 
misleading - not mine I am appalled 
that in your press release and in the one 
issued by the city, the impression was 
conveyed that the right of Virginia 
Beach to borrow was at issue. That is 
not what is involved and you know it. 
Virginia Beach can now borrow under 
present law up to the state limit. You 
know that the issue is, instead, your 
suggestion that the Virginia General 
Assembly take away from the people of 



Virginia Beach the right to vote on 
large bond issues borrowing money for 
general purposes, without getting voter 
approval of such a charter change. 

The citizens' voice in the building 
program of the city is important We 
are blessed with one of the most 
intelligent and best educated 
populations in Virginia, and to deprive 
them of this vote in the city's decision 
making process is wrong. It is the 
people that will have to pay for all that 
is done. 

If the mistakes don't exist, it is very 
interesting that you know readily the 
exact ones that I was talking about. In 
the Windsor Woods library area, the 
library stands alone in facing west. The 
adjacent 7-11 store, Fire Department 
and all the homes face Plaza Trail, the 
street in front of them. If the Public 
Safety Building problems are not the 
fault of the city, why are our taxpayers 
being called upon to pay for the 
hundred thousand dollars error? I was 
under the impression that the city had 
also conceded its mistake as to the 
drainage at the community college site, 
a mistake that has delayed 
construction. You owe me an apology. 
I will expect it forthwith. Further, 
I expect you, in the future, to tell the 
people forthrightly that it is not the 
right to borrow that is involved, but 
instead, is "the right to borrow large 
sums for projects like Ok) Donation 
Parkway WITHOUT VOTER 
APPROVAL."

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Local QB's change 
Sonny's game plan 

Way back when former Oklahoma football coach 
Bud Wilkinson substituted himself into the political 
lineup, the entrance of sports figures into the world 
of politics was a foregone conclusion. So much so 
that now a former Michigan lineman has been 
named as vice-president designate. 

The influx of athletes into politics has triggered a 
new dimension for the endorsements by our heroes. 
Not only do the superstars of sports praise cereal, 
razor blades and shaving cream, they have added 
political candidates to their lists of products to 
endorse. "Eat Wheaties, let Noxzema take it off 
and vote for Richard Nixon." 

Well, now Washington Redskins quarterback 
Sonny Jurgensen has joined the act. Last week, Mr. 
Jurgensen told Virginia sports fans that Republican 
candidate Mills Godwin was the best choice for 
governor of Virginia. 

BEING A quarterback, Mr. Jurgensen reasoned, 
he knows what it takes to be a leader. And, 
according to him, Mr. Godwin has all the talent and 
experience necessary to lead Virginia. 

Assuming a decision of whether to pass on third 
down with five yards to go is roughly the same as a 
decision on internal economic policy, the Godwin 
camp welcomed the endorsement. 

Bad news for Independent candidate Henry 
Howell. Mr. Jurgensen's endorsement must have 
caught the Howell supporters in the middle of a 
double reverse. But if Mr. Howell takes to looking 
for his own quarterback to counter the Jurgensen 
endorsement, then Virginia Beach is the place for 
him to come. 

An informal poll taken in the wake of Mr. 
Jurgensen's announcement showed that of the six 
Virginia Beach high school quarterbacks, four 
support Mr. Howell, one is for Mr. Godwin and one 
is undecided. 

By and large, these high school athletes showed 
an interest in the governor's race. Frank Welsh, the 
Kempsville quarterback, was the only one who was 
undecided. Frank commented that he was "not too 
into that stuff," but added that he thought Mr. 
Jurgensen was a "good leader." 

FIRST COLONIAL quarterback Chris Swecker 
said he wasn't following the campaign closely but 
he personally favored Mr. Howell. 

Joe Osborne, the Bayside leader, apparently 
agrees with Mr. Howell's attacks on the "big boys." 
Joe said he supports the present 'lieutenant 
governor because of his promises to control big 
business. 

Kellam's Bobby Carter also is a Howell backer. 
Why? Bobby says Mr. Howell's television 
commercials "put things on the line." 

While Mark Kennedy of Princess Anne agrees 
with his fellow quarterbacks that Sonny Jurgensen 
is a great passer, Mark was the only local 
quarterback to agree with Mr. Jurgensen's 
endorsement of Mills Godwin. Mark would vote for 
the former governor because he is, as he puts it, 
"the lesser of two evils." Mark sides with other 
skeptics who do not completely accept Mr. Howell's 
proposal to lift the sales tax off food and non- 
prescription drugs. 

Finally, Cox quarterback Blaine Cipriano said he 
would vote for Mr. Howell because "my father 
wants him." 

BOBBY CARTER thought it was good for Sonny 
Jurgensen to endorse a candidate. "It makes 
athletes more than just athletes," he commented. 

Mark Kennedy disagrees, however. Though he, 
too, favors Mr. Godwin, Mark thought the 
Washington quarterback was using his position 
badly. "I wouldn't do it," he said. 

A different approach to political endorsements by 
athletes was provided by Blaine Cipriano. He said it 
was a mistake for the Redskins quarterback to 
endorse a candidate in the middle of the season. 
Perhaps anticipating political arguments replacing 
pep talks in the locker room, Blaine remarked, 
"With a team like Washington, he should be 
thinking more about football."

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Plant bulbs. October is the 
recommended month for the 
larger bulbs such as daffodils 
and tulips. Don't forget the 
fragrant hyacinths. Also grape- 
hyacinths, to put some blue at 
your feet. There are white ones 
also. 

Try some lesser known but 
highly delightful bulbs such as 
ornament.il onion (allium) 
summer-hyacinth, (Galtonia), 
glory -of -the-snow and 
fritillaries. 

Now is the time to carefully 
dig out those bulbs you want to 
store. This includes cannas, 
glads, begonias, dahlias. In the 
Tidewater area, they will 
usually winter through, but 
most people dig their glads and 



dahlias. Air dry them, discard 
rotted or revaged roots and 
store in wet sawdust or peat- 
moss. 

Plant and transplant azaleas. 
October is one of the best 
months of the year to set out 
azaleas. Coleman's and other's 
have azalea sales now - which 
make it a good time to buy. 

Fertilize trees and shrubs if 
they neetl it. Forget the old tale 
about fertilizer stimulating 
growth. Fertilizer sustains 
growth. Heat, light and 
day length stimulate growth. 

Hang sunflower heads up to 
dry. 

Plant or transplant trees and 
shrubs. 

Clean up the place; put 
organic trash on a compost pile.

Peony planting time is upon 
us. It's also a good time for 
planting all perennials. If 
you're one of *hose who don't 
know what a perennial is, it's 
that plant most gardeners are 
looking for. 

It's one that comes up every 
year in the same spot - and is 
usually started from roots or 
bulbs. It grows slightly larger 
every year, thickening up and 
throwing out more shoots and 
more blooms. Perennials have 
tended to slowly go out of style 
the last few years. You may 
have to use a mail order 
catalogue to find the ones you 
want. But perennials make 
gardening easier - and fall is a 
good time to put most of them 
out. 

PEONIES ARE one of the 
best perennials in the Virginia 
Beach area. They need full sun 
to do their best. When you buy a 
new root, choose one that has 
from 3 to 5 "eyes" (fat buds) 
showing at the crown. 

A peony will do well in the 
same location for many years, 
so it pays to take some extra 
time to prepare a large planting 
pocket - over twice as large and 
deep as is necessary to hold the 



root. Enrich half the soil you 
take out of the hole with fer- 
tilizer and peat moss, and put 
back in the hole. If your soil is 
heavy and sour, also add lime. 
Peonies don't like acid soil, so if 
you know your soil is acid, add 
some for sure. 

Plant your peony roots so that 
the "eyes" are about one inch 
below the surface. Firm the soil 
and water. Peonies may not 
bloom well if planted with the 
"eyes" deeper than two inches 
below the surface. Mulch the 
entire area as the finishing-up 
project. 

OTHER PERENNIALS that 
can be planted in the fall and do 
well in Tidewater are phlox, iris, 
columbine, asters and 
daylillies. There are many new 
varieties of large flowering 
phlox and few plants require 
less attention and give more 
color. So look for the new 
varieties and plant some this 
fall. 

For easier gardening and 
more color in your landscaping, 
plant some perennials this fall. 
Treat them with care and 
they'll reward you with color 
year after year.

You wouldn't think of letting a 
deep cut or broken arm go 
unattended for fear it would 
become infected and cause 
serious complications or even 
death. 

Then, why shouldn't we feel 
the same way about our shade 
trees and shrubs? Once you 
have knocked the bark off a tree 
with your lawn mower or the 
kids decided to try out your new 
hatchet on your favorite shade 
tree, the plant has a wound that 
needs attention. 

Sure, a chemical reaction 
takes place in the tree to protect 
the wound, and if the tree is 
healthy it can heal small 
wounds and no permanent 
damage is done. But often the 
wound provides an entry for

organisms that cause disease, 
bacteria, fungi and viruses-just 
like a cut on your finger. Once 
these villains get into the tree, a 
very complex succession of 
events takes place. The tree 
may die; it may decay inside; 
or it may suffer no more 
damage that a discoloration of 
its wood. 

To protect the tree, cut the 
torn bark and shape the wound 
like an oval with a point at the 
top and bottom. Use a tree 
wound paint on wounds an inch 
and half or more in diameter. 
Remove dead, dying and weak 
branches from the injured 
tree. Water and fertilize to 
stimulate new growth. With 
proper care, the tree would will 
heal and you'll hardly notice it 
after a year or two. 

Ants help keep 
termites away 

Ants around the foundation of 
a house pose a natural barrier 
to termites, reports Dr. Raimon 
Board of the New Haven, Conn., 
Experiment Station. 

In one experiment in a 
wooded area, there were three 
colonies of termites. Three 
weeks later, three colonies of 
ants that were moved in had 
eaten their neighbors.

Q. How do you prevent zinnias from getting all rusty and 
mildewed? I like them immensely fpr picking but by mid- 
August, the foliage looks so bad, they con't be used and 
often die-Mrs. James A.. Thalia. 

A. Zinnias are victims of the diseases of rust and 
mildew. The best way to prevent this is to start spraying 
them with a fungicide in early- summer. There are 
several; one is Nutro Black Spot and Powdery Mildew 
Control. All fungicides are primarily preventive treat- 
ments so it's important to spray before the problem 
begins. Another solution that I believe is more important 
than we think is to plant zinnias where they get full wind 
and sun. This summer, I planted a row along the water 
where they get blown regularly by prevailing southwest 
winds. They are also in full sun; I've had no mildew and 
very little rust - and last week was still picking blooms for 
a boquet for my wife. So planting them in full wind and 
sun is very important. 

Q. This particular question is for all those who like to 
reminisce. It's from Louisa Venable Kyle's Family 
Mailbox column of March 15, 1959 - nearly 14 and one-half 
years ago. Here it is. "Dear Miss Louisa:" - We have 
many small dogwood trees on our place and we delight in 
giving them away, but in the process also dig up a large 
clump of dirt. This leaves the problem of filling in the 
holes. We do not have soil convenient. Have you a 
suggestion? - V. A. P. , Maryland 

A; IN our garden we solved this problem and another at 
the same time— and saved many a twisted ankle as well. 
Tie a strong cord around just enough old newspapers or 
magazines to fill (he hole solidly. Cover with a layer of 
soil. This paper will ultimately decay and make good 
soil." Thanks, Mrs. Kyle, for this answer, which applies 
today just as much as it did then.

Coach Bob Hicks has been at Bayside 
Ugh for five years. During those years, he 
has pointed for one thing-a shot at the 
state championship.

A visit to the off-duty clubs at Oceana Naval Air 
Station convinces you that while the public is 
constantly seeking something new, many of the old 
favorites in food, drink and entertainment are still 
popular. This is clearly evident in the experiences 
of those connected with the operation of the 
station's petty officer and chief petty officer clubs. 

Paul D. Carver, club manager, says he has found 
"...everybody is changing their drinking habits. 
They are drinking more cocktails than before, and 
more people are having wine with their food. 
People are becoming more educated to finer 
drinking habits." 

Warren Morgan, asst. club manager, says he 
feels this is the result of shaping peoples attitude in 
what is offered them. He said, "A lot of this is due to 
expertise in putting items into a food menu which 
acquaints the enlisted man to finer foods." 

TWO WAITRESSES in the clubs indicate that 
while food tastes today have not changed much 
from those of the past, the opposite is true for 
drinks. Lou, a food waitress, said, "Most of the 
people still order steaks and Chateaubriand, and 
crab legs are still a top favorite. Even with new 
people coming in, because of continuing military 
transfers, they still order the same thing." 

Dee, a cocktail waitress, pointed out, "Most men 
are still highball drinkers, favoring scotches and 
bourbons, while women lean towards the exotic 
type drinks. There is still a trend towards beer in 
the afternoon, but mixed drinks are favored in the 
evening." 

Lou said she also finds the younger set is anxious 
to try a wider variety of food and drinks. Dee 
added, "I've noticed we serve more wines here than 
in clubs I've worked at in the past." 

MR. CARVER said he has found "... more people 
are leaning towards a club atmosphere. Floor 
shows are coming back into the forefront in 
entertainment desires, with stand-up comics 
becoming big favorites." 

One area where the generation gap may be 
having an affect on entertainment, according to 
Mr. Carver, is that of musical tastes. He said, "The 
older' group still clings to the old type musical 
styles, while the younger group prefers more 
modern offerings with a strong trend towards more 
hard rock and soul music." 

Mr. Carver said he has also noticed how 
wardrobe changes are affecting the public. He said, 
"In the past people took pride in being dressed up in 
the evening. Now you see more mini-skirts, hot- 
pants and the like. I think the style of dress has 
changed behaviors. The casual dress style has 
brought in a more casual attitude." 

Mr. Morgan pointed out how the club's offerings 
are continually revised to keep up with changing 
public tastes. He said this is done by frequent 
distribution of suggestion sheets among patrons to 
allow them to indicate what changes they would 
like. 

Mr. Carver, Mr. Morgan, Lou and Dee agreed on 
one attitude shared by all club patrons. They found 
people are becoming more congenial and respectful 
of each others likes, dislikes, and desires.

Patients who visit the General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach 
emergency room will now 
receive two bills for emergency 
service instead of one. 

Effective Oct. 1, the hospital 
began a separate billing system 
for emergency room care. One 
bill comes from the emergency 
physician and one bill from the 
hospital. 

Prior to Oct. 1, emergency 
room patients received only one 
bill from the hospital. The bill 
included charges for use of the 
room, plus supplies and drugs, 
and the physician's service. 

The emergency room is 
manned by members of the 
Tidewater Emergency 
Physicians Ltd., a corporation 
of private area physicians. 

THE HOSPITAL has a con- 
tract with the physicians cor- 
poration to handle the 
emergency room seven days a 
week. 24 hours a day. 

In June, 1971, the hospital 
contracted with the physicians. 
Prior lo that lime, the 
emergency room was staffed on 
weekends by Navy doctors and 
during the week by local doctors 
on a volunteer basis. 

The contract included a 
minimum guarantee of "suf- 
ficient money so the doctors 
could be sure they would sur- 
vive," according lo Richard H. 
Borchert, the hospital's 
assistant administrator of 
finance. 

"The volume of business 
going through the emergency 



room is an unknown thing 
Mr. Borchert said, "although at 
that time it was too much for 
our local doctors to handle. But 
we were not sure there was 
enough business to call in the 
corporation full time." 

IN MAY of this year, the 
doctors' corporation decided 
the volume of emergency room 
business was sufficient to make 
the minimum guarantee un- 
necessary, Mr. Borchert said. 

"They no longer needed our 
guarantee," he explained, "and 
Ihey decided to, in effect, 
function as a corporation with 
their own financial staff." 

At thai lime, it was decided 
that I he physicians would start 
their own billing procedures. 

Asked who benefits from the 
new syslem, Mr. Borchert said, 
"I don't think anybody is 
benefiting. The hospital is still 
sending out the same number of 
bills, but in lesser dollar 
amounts. The corporation is 
perhaps gaining experience in 
handling its own financial 
matters. The patient may write 
two checks instead of one, but 
that's all." 

A spokesman for Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield of Virginia said 
that the hospital's new billing 
procedure causes no additional 
problems in handling claims. 
Blue Cross pays hospital bills 
and Blue Shield pays doctor 
bills. 

"There have always been two 
claim forms," the spokesman 
said, "so the end result is the 
same." 
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should be "completely open and 
in business" by June, 1974. 

Mr. Cole also said that work 
on this phase of Ml. Trashmore 
will be bidded out with the 
majority of the building con- 
struction to be completed by 
private firms. 

Phase II of Mt. Trashmore's 
development should begin 
within 18 months, Mr. Cole said. 
Phase II will include an am- 
pitheatre for outdoor concerts. 

The only permanent facility 
now open at the former landfill 
is the soap box derby track, 
which was completed in July of 
this year. 

The track will remain as a 
permanent fixture to host future 
soap box derby races. The first 
race was held at Mt . Trashmore 
July 14. 

Stegemann 
asks state 
for no-fault 

Fritz H. Stegemann, 
Republican House of Delegates 
candidate from Virginia Beach, 
has proposed that the state 
adopt a no-fault insurance plan. 

Mr. Stegemann, speaking at a 
rally at the home of Mrs. Rose 
Miller in Virginia Beach, said 
that other states which have 
adopted no-fault insurance 
plans have reduced claims and 
premiums to policy holders. 

"In Massachusetts, where a 
no-fault plan is in effect, claims 
are down by 50 per cent and 
premiums have been reduced 
by 40 per cent," he said. Mr. 
Stegemann also said that 
Florida reduced premiums by 
15 per cent the first year that 
state's no-fault program was in 
operation. 

Courts also benefit from the 
adoption of no-fault through a 
reduction in damage suits, he 
said. 

Mr. Stegemann charged that 
Virginia's adoption of a no-fault 
plan has been hindered by 
opposition of many lawyers who 
are members of the state 
legislature. 

"Such opposition causes me 
lo wonder if the lawyers who 
oppose no-fault insurance have 
the best interests of Virginia 
citizens in mind," he said. 

He said that there is "less call 
for the services of the lawyers 
in preparing cases and suing for 
damages" in states where no- 
fault systems have been 
adopted since there is less 
litigation over damages 
resulting from automobile 
accidents. 

Mr. Stegemann pointed out 
that the U.S. Department of 
Transportation has recom- 
mended that all states adopt a 
no-fault insurance program.

It's ring-around 
the parking lot

Work will begin next week on 
an expansion program for 
General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach to enlarge the hospital's 
supportive and administrative 
services. 

A contract for the $3,248,000 
program was signed Friday by 
the chairman of the hospital 
board, Adm. Roy L. Johnson, 
and officiate of R.D. Lambert k 
Son, Inc. of Chesapeake, 
general contractors. 

lite newest expansion plans 
are the third phase of the 
hospital's general expansion 
plans. 

Phase one of the plans called 
for completion of visitors' and 
patient parking lots. Phase two, 
now under construction, will 
add 38 private patient rooms to 
the hospital on the fourth floor. 
The floor is expected to be 



completed in January. 

The third phase will include 
expansion of the emergency 
room, a new delivery suite, a 
new surgical suite, expansion of 
recovery facilities and 
expansion of supportive 
services, including the 
laboratory, radiology 
department, pharmacy and 
respiratory therapy services. 

The third phase also calls for 
expansion of patient and 
administrative services, 
including the cafeteria, supply 
services, records department, 
dietary services, maintence and 
housekeeping departments, 
administrative and admitting 
offices, conference rooms and 
personnel and volunteer 
departments. 

Phase three is due for 
completion in 1976.

Judge rules against 
suits attacking ARE 



Judge Robert S. Wahab Jr. 
Monday ruled against 
attacking three points of the 
Association for Research and 
Enlightenment's (ARE) 
operations. ARE's claim of 
being a non-profit organization 
was challenged. It was alleged, 
ARE violated a 1961 use permit 
issued for construction of the 
concrete building situated 
behind ARE's Atlantic Avenue 
headquarters. City council's 
issuing of a use permit in 
September to ARE for 
construction of a new $750,000 
library-conference center was 
also challenged. 

Attorney Grover Wright 
defended ARE's non-profit 
status by referring to a Circuit 
Court ruling on Dec. 4, 
1959, which affirmed that 
status, as well as deci- 
sions by the Internal 



Revenue Service, in 1942 and 
February of this year, 
establishing ARE as a tax 
exempt organization, which 
meant it had a non-profit status. 
Judge Wahab agreed these 
actions established ARE's non- 
profit status. 

At issue regarding violation of 
the 1961 use permit was the 
question of ARE's additions to 
the concrete structure until 1968 
without obtaining additional use 
permits, although building 
permits were obtained. The 
building is used primarily as a 
printing shop by ARE. Judge 
Wahab ruled there was no 
allegations of any change in use 
of the building other than for 
which it was constructed in 
1961, and that the statute of 
limitations had expired for 
proper challenging of the 
activities. 



Mr. Wright also raised the 
question of statute limitations 
regarding the suit contesting 
city council's issuing a use 
permit on Sept. 10 for 
construction of ARE's new 
library - conference center. He 
pointed out the building permit 
was issued Sept. 13, and 
construction began on the 
center that night. Mr. Wright 
also cited the requirement to 
challenge the use permit within 
30 days with the zoning board of 
appeals, or to file suit in court 
within 15 days of start of 
construction He said no 
challenge had been filed with 
the zoning hoard of appeals, nor 
was any legal action taken until 
Oct. 5 when suit was filed in 
Circuit Court.

Police investigation work

Rainier Court, maintaining a 
disorderly house, and aiding 
and abetting in prostitution. 

AUTHORITIES said the 
arrests culminated a three 
month investigation, and were 
through use of undercover 
police officers. The arrests, 
according to police, took place at 
Miss Goodson 's Princess Anne 
Plaza townhouse during a party 
reportedly arranged for three 
men "posing as lawyers". 

Her conviction last week was 
based on testimony of a 
business man who said he paid 
Miss Goodson $20 in August for 
her services at her residence. 

In February her appeal of a 
conviction of prostitution was 
upheld in Circuit Court.

I nearly shed a tear at the Oct. 15 city council 
meeting. 

Attorney Grover Wright was at the speaker's 
podium again — and this time he presented one of 
the saddest tales I've ever heard. He had a client 
who wanted to construct two townhouse units in the 
Beach Borough, totalling eight living units in all. 

The planning commission had recommended 
denial of the application because of density — 
which they felt should be limited to a total of six 
units. 

Mr. Wright began his tale by explaining that his 
client had paid too much for the land when he 
bought it. He stated he felt that those two extra 
units weren't going to make a bit of difference to 
anyone except his client — from the financial end of 
things. But, his greatest plea came when he further 
explained that his client was building the 
townhpuses and planned to live in one of them. "It's 
kind of ma and pa type operation," Mr. Wright said. 

A low "aahhh" went up from the sparce audience 
and several councilmen chuckled. And when it 
came to voting on the application — ^the council 
okayed it. 

When it was his turn to vote and it looked as 
though the application would pass, vice-mayor Reid 
Ervin said to the city clerk, "Let the record show 
that the council is compassionate when it comes to 
ma and pa." 

The council was also compassionate when it 
came to an area church that same Monday. 

Who would have thought that the planning 
commission would come out against building a 
church? But they did. When the use permit 
application by the Norfolk First Church of 
Nazarene for a new church came before the 
commission, they denied it. 

The commission, in denying the application cited 
only that they felt there were enough churches in 
the area. Odd that they would decide there were too 
many churches when they continue to support 
applications for additional gasoline stations in the 
city. 

The council seemed amazed at the reasoning of 
the commission, and passed the application hands 
down. 

Mayor Cromwell did suggest to the group of 
church members that they might consider 
changing their name from the Norfolk First Church 
of the Nazarene to the Virginia Beach First Church 
of the Nazarene. 

A few months ago, the city hotline went into full 
swing— taking as many as 80 calls a day to answer 
questions and get city service for area citizens with 
complaints. 

But, last week the operators had some strange 
calls. They answered the phone as they usually do 
and took down the information concerning several 
complaints with city sewerage and different 
problems. There were six calls of this nature in one 
day. 

Each time the operator went to ask the caller his 
address— it turned out they were Norfolk 
residents. It seems an article in a Norfolk 
newspaper led the people to believe they could get 
help from the city by dialing the hotline number, 
andHhey could have had they been Virginia Beach 
residents. Maybe Norfolk could use a similar 
hotline system.

"There they were, all those men and me. I was 
quite outnumbered, and I loved it." Miss Sheila 
Peacock, the first woman to graduate from the 
Navy School of Music at the Little Creek Naval 
Amphibious Base, said this was her first reaction 
when she joined over 600 men on entering the school 
for 26 weeks of training. 

She indicated she felt the men in the school, 
rather than her, were at a disadvantage during her 
training. She said, "I think it was harder for them 
to adjust to me than it was for me to them. They- 
really tried hard. However the first few weeks were- 
tense for me as well as them. With them watching 
their language and me trying to smile. Some of 
them kidded me about being accepted into the Navy 
band because my legs would look better on stage 
than theirs." 



Miss Peacock's feminine position amid such a 
mass of masculinity was soon strengthened with 
the arrival of some 20 additional women joining 
other classes at the school, representing the Navy, 
Army and Marine Corps. She jokingly said, "We 
women made a few changes around here as there 
became more of us, like putting a rug in the 
officer's lounge." 

ALTHOUGH ONLY 20 years old*, Miss Peacock 
says sheW had 13 years experience in playing the 
the Frenchshorn. She proudly points to one of her 
outstanding achievements thus far as playing with 
the Philadelphia Orchestra in concerts drawing 
audiences up to 37,000 people. 

When questioned as to what impressed her most 
at the school she said, "Working with the 
instructors in concert bands and dance bands, in 
appearances throughout the Virginia Beach area. 
These people could go into civilian life and be very 
highly rated in the music field." She added. "This 
was my first experience in playing with a dance 
band, and I was very impressed." 

She described another of her impressions by 
saying, "The Navy music program is a very close 
activity. They (the musicians) stay very close 
together and you wouldn't find that in civilian life." 



THIS WAS her first assignment since enlisting in 
the Navy in Syracuse, N.Y. She said she has 
become so impressed with the Navy's programs 
that after she completes her four years enlistment 
she would like to get a college degree, then resume 
a Navy career in music. 

Miss Peacock has been assigned to a Navy 
musical unit in Hawaii, which will give her an 
opportunity to further enjoy another new 
experience. She said, "I had never seen the ocean 
until coming here last summer, and now that I'm 
going to Hawaii I guess I'll see my share of it for a 
while." 

She apparently is preparing to relive some of her 
experiences at Little Creek on her new assignment 
since she will be the first woman Navy musician to 
be assigned to Hawaii. 

She smilingly assures you she is up to the 
challenge with the simple statement, "They're 
probably going to have all kinds of fits out there 
until they get used to me. However, I feel it's going 
to be harder on them than it will be on me."

The supermarket 
shopper's lament 

Going to the supermarket is a big enough hassle 
in itself. For one thing, the prices leave me feeling 
faint. 

For some reason, I always seem to end up going 
to the supermarket when the rest of the entire 
neighborhood goes. 

While I'm wandering aimlessly up and down the 
aisles searching for the toothpicks or the matches 
(two items supermarkets love to hide), plus the 
frozen orange juice, the rest of the neighborhood is 
queuing up at the check-out lanes, three deep, each 
with $141 worth of groceries, 14 coupons, eight 
bottles returned for deposit, three items which 
must be taken back because they're crushed or 
opened and a 5-year-old who amuses himself by 
opening all the M&M packages displayed near the 
check-out stand. 

Going to the supermarket drives me up the wall. 
But going to the supermarket when I'm in a hurry 
really drives me up the wall. 



ONE ALTERNATIVE to the mess at the check- 
out stand, where the $141 worth of groceries-14 
coupons-eight bottles-crowd is crushed together, is 
a "solution" called "the express lane." 

The express lane usually has a sign specifying it 
may be used only by persons with 10 items or less, 
or eiihfltems or less, or whatever the supermarket 
will allow. 

This is all just dandy, in theory. The shopper is 
supposed to zip through the express lane with the 10 
or eight items, pay up, then leave, all in a matter of 
minutes. 

Except the express lane is never open. 

There I am, with my dripping can of thawing 
orange juice and my toothpicks and matches, 
grazing at the chain across the express lane and the 
little red plastic sign hanging from the chain which 
cheerfully proclaims "lane closed.'' 

One alternative is to throw the thawing orange 
juice, the toothpicks and matches on the floor, 
loudly proclaim to the gathered multitudes that 
"this "+!?&() lane is never open" and bolt for the 
front door. 



When the express lane is open by some 
unforeseen miracle, it's always filled with shoppers 
who can't grasp numbers. 

They're the ones who try to slip by with 11 items 
at the 10-item limit lane or nine items at the eight- 
item limit lane. 

THEY FIGURE the TV Guide or the candy bar or 
the gum or the cigarettes they pick up near the cash 
register don't count. x 

I've often felt the urge to lean over their grocery 
carts, haul out each item, call the number of items 
loudly and tell the offending shopper to get in one of 
the regular check-out lanes. 

This is an excellent way to receive a punch in the 
nose. 

I also admire the nerve of people who hold up 
everyone else behind them at the express lane while 
they send their child to pick up three more items, 
each shelved in widely separate locations. 

There seems to be no solution to the problem. 
People will be people, especially at the grocery 
store. 

So when I have to get 10 items or less, I go to the 
nearest "convenience store." Tinee Giant and 7- 
Eleven may cost more, but they don't have express 
lanes. 

And while the rest of the neighborhood is still 
shuffling through the supermarket check-out lanes, 
I'm back at home unpacking my expensive but still- 
frozen orange juice.

To hear Sun photographer Rod Mann talk about 
it, delivering his wife's baby was no more difficult 
than processing a roll of film. 



Over two years ago Rod's wife Karla, 28, 
delivered the child of a friend while Rod and other 
friends assisted. The personal and spiritual 
closeness they felt by being together at such a time 
seemed in so much contrast to the assembly line 
approach of hospital delivery, that Karla and Rod 
decided their child, too, would be home delivered. 

Admittedly, home delivery is not the average 
family's concept of birth, and some objections to 
the idea were anticipated. Karla avoided telling her 
parents of their plans to "spare them the worry," 
but pointed out that hospital birth is not necessarily 
any safer than home delivery. 

"We've been conditioned to be frightened by the 
whole process," said Rod, 31. 



PREPARATION FOR the event and selecting of 
a doctor were important elements in their decision. 
When Karla gave birth to her first child (Gigi, now 
12), she said the doctor kept her in the dark during 
the whole process. "The doctor didn't encourage 
me to know what was going on," said Karla. "I 
guess he was afraid he would lose his role." 

This time, they selected a woman doctor who was 
willing to provide pre-natal care yet allow Rod to 
deliver the baby. 

After she became pregnant, Karla began 
exercises to strengthen her leg and back muscles. 
Both Karla and Rod read and studied the subject to 
prepare themselves for the birth. 

And prepared they were. Even when the baby 
arrived three weeks early, Rod was equipped with 
all the tools of his new trade. Gloves, towels and 
scissors were sterilized in their oven, and seven 
friends who had previously been invited to attend 
were present. 

SOON THERE was a new face. Aram Jeremiah 
Mann was born at 3:32 a.m. on Sept. 27, 1973. He 
made his entrance at five pounds 12 ounces. 

As Rod described it, first Aram's head appeared, 
then his waist. A brief moment of confusion 
followed as Aram paused, not yet ready to reveal 
his sex. Then Rod lifted up his son and handed him 
to Karla. 

During the birth Karla said she was never afraid. 
While Rod presided, their friends offered comfort 
and encouragement to her. One friend massaged 
her feet to help Karla relax. No anesthetic was 
used, so spanking was unnecessary to give Aram 
his first breath of life. 

To other prospective parents who may be 
considering home delivery, Karla and Rod offered 
this advice. In preparing for the event, watch 
another birth first— or at least a color film. "If 
you're not ready, the colors may scare you," adds 
Rod.

So long as this dry weather 
continues, water your lawn and 
shrubs regularly. It's important 
that shrubs go into winter with a 
good reservoir of moisture 
around their roots. 

Plant daffodils, hyacinths 
and all other fall bulbs. October 
is the ideal month in the upper 
South, where we are located. 
Every garden center has many 
new varieties, plus the old 
favorites. Remember to try 
some of the smaller, unusual 
bulbs, for earlier blooms and 
variety Mf you're new to bulb 
planting remember that tulips 
do not do well in Tidewater; one 
or two seasons is about their life 
span. 

Keep tomatoes picked; take 
all of them in before the first 
frost date. Those too green to 
finish ripening indoors may be 
sliced and fried green. 

Dig sweet potatoes before 
frost forms in the ground. Dig 



when leaves turn yellow or 
before the first killing frost Be 
careful not to bruise them when 
digging. 

Take up dahlia and caladium 
bulbs; carinas and gerberas can, 
be left in the ground; so can 
glads; unless they are in a place 
that gets severe winter winds 
and freezes and thaws. 

Fall garden vegetables should 
be watered and fertilized 
Lightly. Cabbage, coUards, 
kale, beets, onions, turnips and 
shallots will stand frost and 
keep growing, right up until 
severe cold. 

Still time to spray your bushes 
for insects. Better do it one 
more time to clean out these 
pests before winter. 

Time for your second lawn 
fertilization, as recommended 
.by Vlrginina Tech. Do it at least 
one more time and see the 
difference next spring

questions & answers about lawns & gardens 

Q. Is there any sure way not to streak your lawn when you 
put on fertilizer? I've got some streaks now that I would 
like to get rid of.— Dr. Jan M , Broad Bay. 
A. Dr. A. J. Powell, Virginia Tech turf specialist, 
recommends going across the lawn in two different 
directions to avoid streaks. He comments that you "might 
end up with a checkerboard lawn but that's better than 
streaks." The best way to prevent streaks is to use a 
rotary cyclone-type spreader. Either one on wheels or one 
you carry on your shoulders will prevent streaks. 

Q. For the past three years, my pyracantha has bloomed 
well. Berries form but then they turn black and drop off 
after a few weeks. What's the cause?— Mrs. N. N. K., 
Oceana. 

A. The berries have a disease called scab. Spray next 
season with ferbam or maneb or any fungicide recom- 
mended by your garden center. Spray just as the 
flowerbuds are opening and again about two weeks later. 
This should prevent scab infection. 

Q. My lawn has a greyish appearance after mowing and 

appears brownish or bleached a day or two later. What is 

the matter?— Henry L., Kempsville. 

A. This sounds like injury from a dull mower. A sharp 

mower cuts leaves cleanly ; a dull mower shreds the tips, 

which then dry up and become unsightly. Keep the mower 

sharp. 

Put some color 
in the landscape 

Even though the ground is 
dry, we're fortunate in Virginia 
Beach. In Raleigh and most of 
North Carolina, a real drouth is 
in progress. So far, there have 
been enough rains that we've 
been able to continue to water - 
which you should do. And as 
^long as you can water regularly, 
you should lake time to set out 
some new shrubs this fall. 

Most landscapers, 
norm-builders and many gar- 
deners are guilty of planting 
nothing but "green" bushes 
around homes. Green is great 

but color is better. So this fall, 
plant some shrubs that will give 
you colored foliage and add 
some variety to your home and 
garden.

When summer comes again to Virginia 
Beach, the city may be involved in the 
same hubbub over private beach ownership 
as it was last year. 

Principals of two resort lodging 
establishments have both taken the 
position that they do, indeed, own the 
beaches where their establishments are 
located. 

Both also blamed newspaper publicity 
for creating the problem of public access to 
their beaches. 

DESPITE-the Virginia Supreme Court's 
recent ruling that all beachfront from 
Rudee Inlet to 40th Street is public, Scott 
Sterling, owner of the Princess Anne Inn at 
25th Street and Oceanfront, claims that the 
court's ruling cannot invalidate his deed, 
which he said states that the beach belongs 
to him. 

Mr. Sterling said that he was misquoted 
in August when newspaper stories said that 
he might be forced to restrict the use of the 
beach at the Princess Anne Inn. 

"I never had any plans to close my beach 
to the public," Mr. Sterling said last week. 

However, he did indicate that the public 
will be allowed to join guests of the inn in 
using the beach only if the city council 
"fulfills its obligation to keep sand on the 
beach." 



Attorney Thomas C. Broyles, president of 
Cavalier Associates, said that the troubles 
of the Cavalier Hotel and the new Cavalier 
Oceanfront were brought on by newspaper 
publicity. 

"Our problem is newspapers, "Mr. 
Broyles said. "You don't want to leave the 
Cavlier alone." 

HE POINTED out that the beachfont 
involving the Cavalier Hotel and the 
Cavalier Oceanfront cannot be compared 
to the beach ruled public by the Supreme 
Court. Both establishments are north of the 
area ruled public by the court. 

The Cavalier Hotel is between Holly 
Road and Pacific Avenue at Cavalier 
Drive. The Cavalier Oceanfront is at 42nd 
Street and Oceanfront. 

"We own a large parcel of land which 
runs from Holly Road to the ocean," Mr. 
Broyles said. 

He said that it "remains to be seen" 
whether the public will be allowed access to 
the Cavalier's beach next summer. 

"It depends on how crowded the beach 
gets," he said. 

Mr. Broyles emphasized that "it is a 
private beach. We do control it, and we will 
restrict it, if necessary,"

"It oughla go down in 
history," remarked one citizen 
who witnessed the final passage 
of the Comprehensive Zoning 
Ordinance at Monday's Virginia 
Beach City Council Meeting. 

(The council met in a closed 
session for 48 minutes, ad 
mil l ingneither the public nor the 
press. The only item listed for 
discussion on the prepared 
agenda concerned a legal 
mailer.) 

With an atmosphere of 
determination, the city council 
listened in 19 complaints con- 
cerning the rezoningof property 
throughout I he Beach — making 
it clear all the way they in- 
tended lo adopt the Com- 
prehensive Zoning Ordinance 
despite objections. 

"The ordinance is far from 
being perfect," said Mayor 
Roben Cromwell "We're 
simply trying to get it passed 
today lo have some platform to 
build upon in the future." 

To become law Nov. 29, the 
CZO will ' replace the old 
Princess Anne County master 
plan and the master zoning 
ordinance of the resort city of 
Virginia Beach. The council 
tried lo use a "straight con- 



version" method in changing 
and renaming the districts in 
the city. #* 

THE COUNCIL was informed 
by City Ally Dale Bimson, 
whose ruling was confirmed by 
Ally Gen Andrew Miller, that 
they could legally make no 
changes in the ordinance 
without first going back lo the 
planning commission for a 
recommendation. Citizens 
appearing before the council 
were told Iheir requests would 
be recorded for reconsideration 
after the adoption of the or- 
dinance 

All individual complaints or 
requests for change in the or- 
dinance will now have to be 
channeled through a citizen's 
borough councilman or referred 
back to the council from the 
planning commission. Each 
councilman has the authority to 
ask ihal the city attorney draw 
up an amendment to the or- 
dinance lo be presented for the 
city council's approval. Should 
the council turn down the 
request for change, the matter 
may be appealed through the 
circuit court

Dillon banks 
Republican funds

Danny M. Dillon, Virginia 
Beach Republican candidate for 
House of Delegates, deposited 
money collected during a party 
rally in his personal bank ac- 
count, according lo highly 
placed .sources within the 
Republican party. 

Mr, Dillon, a former city 
chairman of the party, de- 
posited in his personal account 
at United Virginia Bank at least 
$300 collected from ticket sales 
to i he "Beach Welcomes Bill" 
gathering held for Rep. G. 
William Whitehurst (R-Va.) at 
the Mariner Motor Hotel here in 
1971. 

Mr. Dillon, who was ticket 
chairman for the event, said he 
later repaid the party with a 
$300 certified check. However, 
private sources said — and Mr. 
Dillon confirmed — Ihal his 
personal account was over- 
drawn on more than three 
different occassions between 
the lime he, deposited party 
money in his account and the 
lime of repayment. 

SAYING he was guilty of 
commingling of funds, Mr. 
Dillon called it "a stupid 
mistake," and added that he 
was "probably about as honest 
a person as you'll ever run 
across 



In the electionj,Tuesday, Mr. 
Dillon is running for a seat in 
the Virginia House of Delegates 
from the 40th District. His 
platform calls for "Fiscal 
responsibility" in State 
government . 

The executive committee of 
the Virginia Beach Republican 
parly met Monday night to 
discuss the situation and 
decided not lo ask Mr. Dillon to 
withdraw from the race. Gaye 
Reavis, acting city chairman of 
the party, told The Sun that the 
committee had nominated Mr. 
Dillon "in good faith" and did 
not believe that he had done 
anyihing seriously wrong. 

Mr. Dillon said a record- 
keeping problem was caused 
when individuals reported 
ticket sales to him which ac- 
tually had nol been made, 
causing him lo log tickets as 
sold without the money in hand. 

One source close lo the event , 
who said he became disgusted 
with the party when it failed to 
force an accounting of the 
matter, said Mr. Dillon had 
been given guidelines for 
keeping records and asked to 
turn in a list of any accounts 
receivable 

An audit committee report 
filed May 7, 1972 said the 
"Beach Welcomes Bill" ac- 
count could not be balanced 
because of a lack of in- 
formal ion 



The words Plaza Express Transit 
(PET) may soon become household 
words as the Virginia State Highway 
Department, with the help of the city, 
kicks off a campaign to market the 
transportation system. 

The experimental PET Project, 
which has been in operation for six 
weeks now, has drawn about 80 
passengers per trip from the Princess 
Anne Plaza shopping center to the 
Norfolk central business district. In 
an effort to see exactly who is riding 
the bus and why others who work in 
downtown Norfolk and reside in the 
Plaza areaaren'ttaking the transit, 
the highway department will conduct 
a series of surveys on and off the bus. At 
the same time they plan to begin an 
expanded advertising program using 
all local media. 

The project has not been widely 
advertised up to this point because 
officials wanted to see "what the 
experiment could do in its pure state'V 
according to George Tinnes, assistant 
to the city manager. Plans to market 
the project came last week at a 



scheduled evaluation of the service by 
the State Highway Department and 
the city. 

ONE SURVEY will be made of the 
actual bus riders to get their 
viewpoint concerning the ''service- 
how they think it could be improved, 
and whether they feel the routes, time 
schedules and fares are satisfactory. 

A second survey will be made of all 
cars that leave the Beach going 
toward Norfolk in the morning. The 
license number of each car will be 
recorded and sent through the 
computer of the Division of Motor 
Vehicles to determine if the owner 
resides in the Princess Anne Plaza 
area. All plaza residents will then be 
personally contacted to see if they 
work in the Norfolk business district 
and don't need their car all day, why 
they are not riding the transit. 

THE THIRD survey will be made in 
the parking lots in the Norfolk 
business district. All cars from the 
Beach will be identified by the license 



number, which will also be channeled 
through the computer to check if the 
owner lives in the Plaza area. Any 
person that was not previously 
contacted through the toll booth 
survey will be called to see why they 
aren't making use of the service. 

The surveys, to be compiled during 
November, will coincide with a 
stepped-up advertising program on 
radio, television and in the news- 
paper, as well as through door-to-door 
canvassing. Most of funds for the 
campaign will come from the 
highway department, but they may be 
supplemented by the city or Carolina 
Trailways. 

At the end of the marketing 
campaign, another evaluation will be 
made of the transit system. The 
evaluation, tenativelv scheduled for 
late November, will make two-thirds 
completion of the mass transit 
experiment. Adjustments to the 
service will be made at that time. It is 
anticipated that two of the bus 
schedules, the 8:55 a.m. and 6:45 pfm. 
runs, will be discontinued.

Madge walked quickly into Ihe voting booth. 
As I he curtain closed behind her, there they were 
- the names of candidates she had been reading 
jmd hearing about for months. 
* Mills Godwin, Henry Howell — Henry Howell 
or Mills Godwin — which one should it be? She 
liked Mr. Howell's proposal lo reduce (axes, but 
Mr. Godwin had a fairly good record as a former 
governor. 

She pondered Ihe question for a few seconds, 
shut her eyes and indiscriminately pulled a lever 
lo cast a vole. 

One poll shows Ll. Gov. Henry Howell leading 
his opponent former governor Mills Godwin in 
ihe gubernatorial race — but Godwin supporters 
continue to claim they will win on election day. A 
random survey conducted last w,°ek by The Sun 
at Hilltop North and Hilltop Plaza shopping 
centers shows five out of 10 persons are still 
undecided as to candidate preference. Two of 
ihose don't want lo vole for either man. 

"IT'S KIND of a flip of Ihe coin," says Ira 
Grolman. I'm leaning more toward Godwin. I go 
on his experience. Mr. Howell — every lime you 
turn around, he's saying somefhing different 
Every! ime I listen to him I M « ■ IHll« mor« irate 



'Politics are changing everyday though. Look 
al Agnew. Everyone was for Agnew and ine 
bottom felftnit, and everyone was for Nixon and 
more than the bottom fell out. Those for Howell 
will say he's ahead, and those for Godwin will 
say he's ahead. I ihink everyone has kind of a 
bad taste of politics right now though and, 
because of that, a lot of people just aren't going 
to vote." 

"At this point I'm nol for either one," says Bill 
Bates. "Neither of them is the man I'd like msee 
in ihe governor's office. I've got some lawyer 
friends I'd rather see in the office." 

Mrs. Roy Kershaw is emphatic in declaring 
t hai she is for neither candidate and sees more to 
ihe election than just the gubernatorial race. 

"I'm nol for either of them," Mrs. Kershaw 
says. "I've been in Virginia four years and 
neither one of them comes on as an intelligent 
public official who is for the people — they seem 
to be more for themselves." 

SIIK ADD.S that "everyone is all caught up in 
the governor's race, and my biggest concern is 
the lack of knowledge of the voters on the other 
issues on the ballot I ihink people deserve more 
coverage on Ihe local candidates and issues I've

Former Henry Howell supporter Willie Joyner 
says "considering what Howell came out with a 
week or so ago — now I'm undecided. I was for 
Howell up till Ihe time he proposed Ihe 
professional lax. That's discriminatory and now 
I haven't made up my mind. I may still vote for 
Howell." 

Pharmacist Becky Odham likes and dislikes 
both candidates but says she really hasn't kept 
up with the campaign.

Voters of Virginia will elect a new governor 
on Nov. 6. There can be no hesitation in the 
way votes are cast.

Comic fan Casper turns 
to authoring own work

Jay Casper is a self-confessed 
comic book freak. 

Jay, 19, became hooked on 
comics when he was 7 years old 
and starled reading Superman 
comics. He literally learned to 
read with comics, and he has 
been collecting them off and on 
ever since that first Superman 
book fired his imagination. 

Since then Jay has collected 
hundreds of comic books, some 
rather rare and valuable. His 
room in his Aragona Village 
home is filled with (he books.

The rare ones are protected 
by clear plastic covers.

There 
are color science fiction 
magazine illustrations on the 
walls, Edgar Rice Burroughs 
books on the shelves mixed in 
with books on math and science 
and some old Mickey Mouse 
books. 

Like almost all teenagers, 
Jay is a music fan. loo, as one 
can tell from the tape player in 
the corner and the framed 
Rolling Stones concert ticket 
stub over the dresser. 

When Jay talks about comics, 
he becomes excited, speaking 
very rapidly and jumping from 
one topic to the next with hardly 
a pause for breath. 

"I do get excited when I talk 
about comics," Jay said with-a- 
laugh. "'There is so much about 
comics thai people don't 
realize. Not that they're dumb. 
They just don't realize the 
facts." 

JAY DISCUSSED comic book 



illustration, pointing out the 
beauty of detail in many old 
"sword and sorcery" horror 
books. He sighed over the 
demise of some books con- 
sidered too gory for children, 
killed by the Comics Code. He 
showed some tattered Mickey 
Mouse books, confessing that 
"Mickey is one of my really 
favorites." 

He endorsed "Swamp Thing" 
as "the best comic on the 
market right now." 

Jay's interest in comics led 
him to try his hand at producing 
his own book. It's called 
"Perigee," and it is more of a 
science fiction magazine than a 
comic book. 

He has been working on the 
magazine "for ages," and 
thinks it will be published within 
three weeks. A Virginia Beach 
printing firm will print the color 
cover illustration and a Norfolk 
firm will handle the inside black 
and white pages. 

"Perigee" (a term describing 
the moon's path when it is 
closest to the earth ) is a 24-page 
book with the cover illustration 
by Kelly Freas.

Protect new-set trees from 
winter nibbling by rodents. 
Wrap with a special tree-wrap 
paper available from your 
garden center or make an eight- 
inch collar of quarter-inch mesh 
hardware cloth. Fasten around 
■base of trunk and keep there for 
two to three years until bark 
grows tough enough not to be 
palatable to rabbits and other 
rodents. 

Clean garden statuary before 
storing for winter. Today's 
polluted air can coat such 
pieces with corrosive grime 
after a season in the outdoors. 

De-bug house plants before 
moving them into winter 
quarters. A thorough spraying 
with garden insecticide will 
clean out infestations, but must 
be done outdoors. 

Rake leaves. Keep them off 
the grass. They'll smother your 
grass, so either rake them and 
put on a compost pile, put in 
plastic bags for the garbage 
collector to take, or pick them 
up with a power mower, using a 
glass clipping bag for collecting 
them. This will do almost as a 
good a job as hand-raking and is 
a lot easier! 



Scrub empty pots before 
storing. Soak first in water 
containing a little household 
bleach for a disinfectant. Scrub 
inside and out with a brush to 
remove soil and finish with a 
rinse from the garden hose. 

Spray for dandelions and 
other weeds. You're time, 
money and results ahead if you 
spray now instead of waiting 
until spring. Dandelions and 
chickweed — Virginia Beach's 
worst weed — are winter weeds. 
They come up in fall rains and 
live over winter. Spray them 
both now with a good weed 
killer from Nutro or Ortho — 
available at your garden center. 

Last call for fertilizing your 
lawn. This can be either the first 
or third fertilization (as 
recommended by Virginia 
Tech) but do it at least once this 
fall. 

Continue to plant shrubs and 
trees all winter. Hopefully 
moisture will soon arrive, 
making the soil easier to work. 

Feed the birds, build a fire in 
your fireplace and sit back and 
relax.

Q. Is warm or tepid water better for houseplants than cold 
water?— Mrs. George G., Bay Colony. 

A. The temperature of the water makes no difference. 
African violets and poinsettias are two exceptions; they 
should receive water at room temperature. Cold water 
makes their leaves spot. For any other plant, the tem- 
perature of the water is of no concern to the plant. 

Q. My chrysanthemums have grown very tall by this time 
of year and look ungainly. In driving around the Beach, I 
see some that are squatty and look very neat. Am I 
growing them improperly or do I have the wrong 
varieties? — John McL., Bayside. 

A. The answer (o both questions is yes. For really low 
varieties, you must buy cushion chrysanthemums. You 
can reduce the height of naturally tall varieties somewhat 
by pinching out the growing tips several times. Never 
pinch after mid-July, however, or you won't have any 
flowers. The pinching makes the plants branch and 
reduces thpir height. 

Q. I want lo move a magnolia tree. When is the best 
time?— Jeri A., Greal Neck Estates. 

A. Spring is the time to plant or transplant magnolias. In 
fact, plan lo move the tree when it is in flower - this is the 
besl time.

Fall is an excellent time to 
plant shrubs throughout 
Virginia, says A. S. Beecher, 
Virginia Tech horticulturist. 
Days are cool and plants are not 
exposed to the high water loss 
experienced in summer. 

If the soil lacks organic 
matter, and most of Virginia 
Beach's soils do, Beecher 
suggests adding topsoil or 
compost material. Plants 
should be set in the ground at 
(he same depth as grown in the 
nursery. 

Many trees and shrubs die 
each year because they are 
planted loo deeply. In plan tine 
large evergreens, the hole 
should be no deeper than the 
plant ball, Beecher says, so that 
it rests on firm rather than 
filled earth. 

Watering at the time of 



planting is important and ad- 
ding a mulch to help conserve 
moisture will help, says the 
Tech specialist. If the weather 
continues to be dry in 
November, December and 
January, Beecher recommends 
watering whenever necessary 
lo keep the soil moist around the 
newly set plant.

Grooming grass 
for wintertime 



We're only a grass clipping or 
two away from winter, and with 
football games and whatever 
taking more of our Weekends, 
we're pfone to forget the lawn. 

Don't do it! It's very im- 
portant to keep your grass 
mowed and at the proper 
height. 

A lot of people will argue 
about finishing up with a short 
mowing or a tall mowing going 
into the winter. Sbert mowing 
deprives roots of some natural 
protection and chlorophyll 
feeding. Tall mowing or leaving 



the grass too tall results in 
matting and a potential disease 
problem. 

The best practice is to con- 
tinue mowing your grass at the 
same height — two to two and 
one-half inches. So, mow your 
grass regularly and at the 
proper height until cold weather 
forces it into dormancy. 

Also, leaves should be raked 
before they accumulate 
because they can smother 
grass, especially during wet 
weather. Disease formation is 
also favored under wet leaves.

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Tragedy was averted 
recently when a brush 
fire threatened to 
spread over the Five 
Point Road property of 
the Drewry M. Smith 
family. Members of the 
family joined the men of 
the London Bridge 
Volunteer Fire 
Department in 
extinguishing the fire 
before it caused any 
injuries or major 
property damage. 

Fire fighting efforts 
were hampered by the

Not to be confused with any 
late night monster movie, "The 
Emerging City" is the annual 
report on the City of Virginia 
Beach. 

There have been all kinds of 
movies made specially for 
television, and soon all your 
favorite city employes will 
make I heir television debut. 
Some say there's a little "ham" 
in all politicians — and I guess 
that holds true for city officials 
and employes as well. For the 
firsl time in the city's history, 
Beach residents will be able to 
see their city servants at work 
— in living color. 

The 22 minute extravaganza 
will be aired over local 
television — as a public service 
spot ( which could come at some 
prime time like 2 a.m.) It will 
also be available lo interested 
civic organizations. 

THE CITY'S goal in 
producing I he flick is to have an 
annual report thai they can use 
year-round — rather than a 
printed one lhal is distributed 
only one lime. Annual reports, 
as far as anyone in the city 
administration can tell you, are 
more or less a tradition. The 
only Ihing I he city is required lo 
presenl annually is the budget, 
which is normally a part of the 
annual report. The budget will 
not be a part of the film, but will 
serve as the citizen's program if 
he attends a special showing of 
the film by some civic group. 
Bui, what happens lo the

average glued to the "tube" 
type? Maybe he'll see the film, 
bul he'll be missing the budget 
statistics. The least they could 
do is insert it in TV Guide. 

The only other major flaw, 
other than the program -less 
television viewer, is the cost of 
the film. Last year the annual 
report, printed in four-color and 
distributed through the 
newspaper, cost around $12,000. 
This year, the film alone, will 
run l he budget up lo $15,500. 
Each additional print of the 
film, of which there are ex- 
pected lo be about ten, will cost 
another $300. Then, the printing 
of the budget program, com- 
plete with a list W the city 
council members, (to be done 
by ihe city printing shop) will 
cosl between $350-$500, making 
a grand total somewhere be- 
tween $18,850 and $19000. 

ALL ELSE aside, considering 
ihe cast, this film promises i<> 
be an action-packed 

documentary (with a little 
drama and comedy thrown in) 
— even if it doesn't get top 
ratings. Although there is no 
real leading role, featured will 
be everyone from the mayor 
and city council to Ihe sidewalk 
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maintenance crew 

Filming for the flick began at 
Ihe end of summer, when 
everyone was back from 
vacation. Since that time, 
persons from the various city- 
departments have been 
primping and calling lo make 
sure THEY would be included in 
Ihe report. 

The 16-millimeter film un- 
fortunately will nol be ac- 
companied by an original sound 
l rack, but will be narrated and 
backed up by taped music. If 
Ihe viewer could actually hear 
what was being said during the 
film, it might go something like 
this: "Smile, your on candid 
camera," or "Hey. get to work 
over there, thai guy is filming." 
or "Too bad they can'i see how 
we usually gel things done." 

The filming is being done by 
Jack Will, of Premiere 
Productions, who says he will 
capture the action of city 
council in both open and 
CLOSED sessions Again, it is 
regrelable we won'i actually 
hear what is going on, bul it will 
be a firsl for Ihe citizenry lo be 
included in an executive 
session.

During the 1969 Democratic Primary Election, Henry attacked his opponent, 
BILL BATTLE, saying that the endorsement of a $150,000 loan by 150 different 
men might affect the judgment of a governor. Yet now, Henry has accepted over 
$144,000 from a millionaire businessman in Richmond. And he has a $115,000 
loan, endorsed by only 24 men. 

Henry has accepted $105,000 in labor contributions, more than half of which 
have come from out-of-state union bosses. He expects a total of $300,000 from 
the same source. It is interesting to note what labor's real interest is in this elec- 
tion, as stated in the Richmond Times Dispatch , October 13, 1973: 

'Big Unionism's fall offensive is in preparation. The campaign objec- 
tives this year include capturing control of state governments. As 
David S. Broder, senior Washington Post staff writer, reported Sept. 
2. labor's political might will be felt in this November's gubernatorial 
campaigns in Virginia and New Jersey.' Indeed the union bosses are 
especially eager to elect governors who will drive for repeal of state 
right-to-work laws." 

Now we learn from the Norfolk Virginian Pilot , October 22, that: 

"On October 1 2, the self-advertised Populist journeyed to the radical- 
chic precincts of Washington's Georgetown to bask in the proceeds 
of a Howell fundraiser sponsored by Senator George McGovern, 
Senator Walter Mondale of Minnesota (the Presidential candidate of 
The New York Times), Alice Rivlin (resident welfare advocate of the 
Brookings Institution), Joseph Rauh of the militant Americans for 
Democratic Action, Abigail McCarthy, D.C. Delegate Walter Faunt- 
roy, and a host of other notables from the grape-boycott and granny- 
glasses wing of the National Democratic Party." 

The fact of the matter is, Henry isn't "the people's candidate," but rather, the 
candidate of a few wealthy and special interest groups, both in and out of Vir- 
ginia. And if Henry felt that $150,000 from 150 men would influence Bill Battle's 
decisions as governor, we should be alarmed to think what $364,000 from only 
three sources might do for Henry Howell's decisions. 

By contrast, Mills Godwin voluntarily limited the size of contributions he would 
accept, and according to his October 24 report (filed earlier than required by 
law), his biggest contribution was $6,500. Godwin doesn't represent any special 
interest, but rather the interests of all the people of Virginia.

Although a reporter must possess certain 
characteristics, such as a flair for writing, an 
inquisitive mind, an ability to tell it like it is, a 
knowledge of the facts, there is one characteristic 
which is absolutely the most essential: a cast-iron 
stomach. 

Reporters often eat on the run, or not at all, or 
while driving, or at the local greasy spoon, or at a 
luncheon they are covering, or at their desks, or 
from a machine. 

Any meal obtained through the above means is 
likely to do two things for the reporter: Make him 
or her fat and upset his or her stomach. 

Reporters are also known to drink too much 
coffee and smoke too many cigarettes. Both are 
practices we know we shouldn't do. Both are 
practices we do too frequently. Both are practices 
which can really wreck a stomach lining. 

TlIE INVENTION of the Egg McMuffin has been 
a godsend for some reporters. Many people, 
including writers, can't stomach breakfast when 
they first wake up. But come 10 a.m., the long- 
abused stomach makes its emptiness known with 



various rumblings and grumblings. 

So one of the office fall-guys is sent to the local 
McDonald's with instructions to load up on Egg 
McMuffins and orange juice. 

But what about lunchtime? Those civilized people 
south of the border really know how to enjoy 
lunchtime. First, they go home for a gigantic meal. 
Then they take two hours off for the meal to settle 
during a quiet siesta. They return to work in the 
afternoon refreshed and ready to tackle the world. 

But the reporters' lunchtime? It would make 
Julia Child sniffle in her souffle to see what goes in 
a newspaper office at noon. 

For some reason, there's never time for lunch. 
There's a meeting to cover in 10 minutes, or there's 
just not time to go out. 

SO WE OFTEN end up eating what we bring from 
home in a brown paper bag 'peanut butter and jelly 
is economical), or we end up grabbing a sandwich 
at the 7-Eleven and eating it in the car on the way to 
the courthouse, or the school board meeting or 
whatever. 

There are other lunchtime tricks, of course. I 



could tell my editor that my doctor has put me on a 
terribly s trict diet which requires tha 1 1 go home for 
lunch every day. This means that I cannot accept 
any assignments around lunchtime. My doctor has 
prescribed total quiet and relaxation at lunchtime, 
I could tell him, and home is the only place I can get 
that. 

Some lucky few writers get to cover either 
luncheon or dinner meetings. The food at these 
meetings is notoriously bad, usually cold, and 
usually fattening. But it's free, the main advantage. / 

Journalism schools should start training their 
prospective reporters for the real world. Instead of 
courses in layout and proofreading and freedom of 
the press and writing heads, they should require 
courses in "How to eat a sandwich and drink a Coke 
while driving on Holland Road to the courthouse" 
or "How to survive the business luncheon meeting 
of the local bar association" or "Secrets of 
obtaining a balanced meal from a candy machine" 
or "How to live on cigarettes and coffee while 
ignoring food." 

It would make a reporter's life so much simpler.

Today's Navy : Two centuries in the making 



As Americans joined in celebrating 
I he 1981 h anniversary of the United 
States Navy, few of us were aware of 
i he events which surrounded its 
creation, or how this modern "day 
seapower evolved from an almost in- 
significant beginning. In celebrating 
this event it is appropriate to pay 
tribute to those who answered the call 
to America's defense in the face of what 
ai times seemed unconquerable odds 
during (he last two centuries. 

On Oct 13, 1775 Continental Congress, 
at the urging of John Adams, voted to 
establish a committee to handle naval 
affairs and authorized the outfitting of 
two ships. The move followed the 
arrival only weeks earlier of British 
warships at American shores and the 
burning of the fishing village at 
Falmouth, Maine. 

This action followed the first 
American sea battle in May, 1775 off the 
coast of Machias, Maine, when a small 
group of lumbermen captured a British 
vessel. The British, while attempting to 
commander a load of lumber, were met 
by lumbermen lining the wharf armed 
with muskets, axes and pitchforks. 
Amused at what they viewed as a 
meager defensive force, the British 
turned around and began heading for 
the open sea. The lumberjacks manned, 
a sloop and overlook the British. The 
loggers swarmed over the English 
craft, swinging axes, rifle butts and 
pitchforks, bringing down the British 
flag in the first American naval vic- 
tory. 

AT TIIK BEGINNING of the 

American Revolution, George Wash- 
ington, realizing the importance of 
seapower, recruited a small fleet of 
privateers to go into battle against the 
Royal Navy. This "mosquito fleet" 
eventually captured English cargo 
valued at $600,000. Before the turn of 
the century the American navy was to 
distinguish itself in action against the 
enemy on numerous occasions. 

In February and March of 1776, the 
Navy's first Continental Squadron 
conducted its first amphibious 
operation, landing troops in the 
Bahamas. They seized important 
ammunition supplies and brought Ihem 
back for use by George Washington's 
Army. 

(hi Sept. 23. 1779, the American Navy 



ship Bon Homme Richard, under the 
command of John Paul Jones, battled 
the British ship HMS Serapis. The 
Americans were taking a terrific 
beating. When the British skipper called 
for the Americans to surrender, Capl. 
Jones retorted, "Surrender I have not 
yet begun to fight." And, under almost 
impossible odds Jones went on to win 
i he bJfftle 

The War for Independence prompted 
i he construction of additional Navy 
ships, coupled with the inspiration of 
outstanding feats bv American Navy 
men which have continued into present 
times 

With many of our merchant and 
private ships being captured and held 
for ransom by the Barbary Coast 
pirates in 1794, Congress was moved by- 
public sentiment la authorize the 
building of six frigates to protect our 
interests abroad. 

JOSlll A HUMPHREYS was com- 
missioned to construct the original six 
ships, which were the forerunners of 
today's modern Navy. These early 
ships combined the qualities of 
strength, durability, and swiftness of 
sailing and force, for which America's 
sea-going forces are recognized today. 
Time has shown these qualities have 
also been reflected in our Naval heroes 

Capl. Edward Preble through his 
leadership set standards still upheld by 
the modern American Navy: absolute 
obedience unyielding courage and full 
;ime efficiency. 

Oliver Hazard Perry, during the 
battle of Lake Erie, established the 
tradition of commanding officers of 
Naval vessels, "Don't give up the 
ship"! After defeating the enemy with 
his ship crippled and nearly all his crew 
dead or wounded he exemplified out- 
standing courage by issuing his now 
famous message: "We have met the 
enemy and they are ours." 

David G. Farragul who during the 
Civil War battle at Mobile Bay while 
accomplishing a successful mission 
issued his historical slogan of leader 
ship. 'Damn the torpedoes! Full speed 
ahead. 

On April 30. 1798 the Navy Depart- 
ment was established with Benjamin 
Slodden as its first secretary. The 
build-up in our Naval forces continued 
through the years, marked by notable 



achievements by American sea forces 
until the inescapable War of 1812 

On July 1, 1801. a United Slates Navy 
squadron entered the Mediter» 
ranean Sea lo subdue Barbary Pirates. 
Those ships were the forerunners of 
the U.S. Sixih Fleet which operates in 
those waters today. On Feb. 16, 1803, 
Li. Stephan DeCatur led a group of 
volunteer sailors into Tripoli harbour 
where ihey set fire to the captured 
American Frigate, Philadelphia. 
Admiral Lord Nelson called ihis "the 
most bold and daring act of (he age." 

IN JANUARY, 1812. the American 
ship Essex, commanded by Capt 
Edward Preble, became the first U.S. 
warship to visit the Far East. On Sept. 
10. 1813. Commodore Oliver Hazard 
Perry defeated a British naval 
squadron on Lake Erie, assuring U.S. 
control of the American Northwest. On 
Sept. 11, 1814, Commodore Thomas 
MacDonough defeated a British naval 
squadron on Lake Champlain and th- 
warted an invasion. 

During ihe Civil War I he Navy was 
used, to blockade Southern ports and 
invade ihe Confederacy by travelling 
Southern rivers. This period of time 
also marked Ihe beginning of sweeping 
changes in ihe Navy, which are still 
continuing more than 100 years later. 

During the Civil War. many Blacks 
had i heir first opport unity lo serve Iheir 
country as free men. Fifteen hundred 
Blacks had served in the Navy during 
Ihe Revolutionary War, but most of 
ihese men were still slaves. The first 
Black man lo win the Medal of Honor, 
Roben Blake, did so in 1863 while he 
was assigned lo Ihe Union gunboal 
Marblehead. Nearly one-fourth of Ihe 
enlire Union Naval force was com- 
prised of Black sailors. Countless other 
Blacks served on confederate ships. 

In deeades following Ihe Civil War, 
ihe life of a sailor became somewhat 
more bearable. The United Stales was 
beginning to build its "iron fleet" and 
living conditions were much belter on 
ihese larger ships than they had been 
on ihe wooden-hulled one£ After the 
Spanish-American War, President 
Theodore Roosevelt beefed up the Navy 
in Ihe Carribean. Each year he asked 
Congress for increasing naval power. 
In 1905 ten new battleships were added, 
and by 1910 Ihe size of Ihe fleet had

During ihe years 1907 lo 1909 
Presideni Roosevelt seni his Greai 
While Fleel on a cruise around the 
world as a display of American naval 
strength. Concurrently, in 1908, the 
Naval Nurse Corps was established as a 
part of ihe regular Navy. Enlisted 
women were not lo become a pari of the 
regular Navy until after World War II, 
bin Ihey-did serve during World War II 
as reservists. During World War I, 
Secretary of Ihe Navy Josephus Daniels 
inaugurated ihe naval reserve program 
for ihe category "Yeoman F '. These 
yeomaneties. as they were called, freed 
men ashore for duly on ships 

THE SEEDS of segregation in naval 
policy appeared shortly after Ihe 
Spanish American War, Ry the lime 
World War I erupted. 10.000 Black 
sailors were relegated to duty as 
messmen. Following World War I 
and disarmament, Ihe Rureau of the 
Navy ceased all enlistments of Blacks 
Filipinos were now being recruited for 
duty as messmen. Under Ihe new 
directive, Filipinos could only be 
recruited for duty ai Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii, as cooks, mess attendants, 
laundrymen. dieticians, bakers, dish 
washers and other kilchen and dining 
room employees, but noi as mechanics 
or laborers. 

Active recruiting for Blacks be 
gan again in 1932, but only for mess duly. 
This policy was continued until general 
service ratings opened lo Blacks on 
June 1. 1942. One Black messman was 
awarded ihe Navy Cross for his actions 
during Ihe Japanese attack ai Pearl 
Harbor— Doris "Dorie" Miller Aboard 
USS West Virginia. Mr. Miller helped 
move his mortally wounded com- 
imanding officer lo a place of greater 
safely. He ihen manned a machine gun 
and fired ai several of the attacking 
enemy aircraft until ordered below 
decks. Segregation continued 
ihroughout the war, with Blacks being 
trained separate from Whites at Camp 
Small's Great Lakes. 111. 

Today equal opportunity is 
guaranteed by ihe Navy lor everyone. 
No longer are Blacks separated from 



Whites. Everyone has an equal chance 
for advancement according lo his or 
her ability. Although prohibited by law 
from serving in combatant vessels, 
women will soon be serving in nearly 
ever) Navy rating. To help meet the 
needs of its men and women, Ihe Navy 
has established Tour Human Resource 
Management Centers across the 
country. These Center* are tasked with 
training the Navy's personnel in Ihe 
importance of people and Ihe jobs thev 

00." 

The Civil War also saw the need for a 
force which became ihe forerunner of 
Ihe modern day Naval Reserve. The 
Navy Department in 18fil was given 
authority lo employ privately owned 
ships and crews as a "lemporary in- 
crease of I he Navy." The men and ships 
which made up ihis force became 
known as "Stale Naval Militias." 

When war with Spain became evident 
in 1898. the Navy Department took 
steps io use Ihe Naval Militia for 



what is called ils "second line of 
defense." guarding ihe conl menial 
United States. Many officers in the 
Regular Navy held ihe belief thai 
personnel in the Naval Militia were not 
"seafaring types'' and were therefore 
agatnsi absorbing ihe Militia into the 
tegular force* The need for men for 
seagoing auxiliaries and combatant 
ships only increased, and Congress 
authorized the President on May A. 
IH9H. lo appoint persona front civilian 
life as commissioned lint', staff" and 
Marram officers lor ihe continuance of 
ihe emergency 

AFTEIt THE WAR, an overwhelming 
majority of naval officers spoke or 
wrote in favor of a national naval 
reserve The Navy Department held 
similar views and began planning for 
ihe day it would happen Finally, on

The Naval Guided 
Missiles School was 
est ablished at Dam Neck in 
June, 1952.

Virginia Beach has mustered all of its 
resources to accommodate people 
associated with the U.S. Navy moving 
inlo ihe resort city. This sudden influx 
of additional residenls results from the 
receni transfer of naval units into 
Tidewater from other localities in the 
United Slates. 

As the announcement of ihe transfers 
was made, city officials began 
nperaiions io provide additional 
housing, schools, and water and 
sewerage facilities which would be 
required. Private businessmen, such as 
realtors and developers, combined 
their forces io assisl in meeting the 
increasing demands for housing. 

Officials estimale almost 14,000 men. 
women and children are expected lo 
arrive in Tidewater with Ihe transfers. 
This figure included more than 6,000 
dependents. While authorities point out 
praciically all of the new duly stations 
will be situated in Norfolk, they are 
quick to point out a large portion of the 
people are expected lo make their 
homes in Virginia Beach. 

The Dam Neck Naval Guided 
Missiles School and Naval Air Station 
(NAS) Oceana will become duty 
stations in Virginia Beach for nearly 
500 people This included 286 military 
personnel and 10 civilians transferred 
io the Fleet Combai Direction Systems 
al Dam Neck from the Naval Tactical 
Training Center ai Glynco, Ga.

OCGclIlci: 5,300 acres of obscure swampland becomes 

master jet base in just three decades 



The development of 
Naval Air Slation (NAS) 
Oceana from a small 
auxiliary airfield into a 
modern "Master Jet Base" 
is another tribute to the 
growth of Naval air power. 
The facility has played an 
important role for more 
lhan ihree decades in I he 
history of navy aviation, 
which has seen air power 
develop from propeller- 
driven planes of yesteryear 
into the supersonic jets of 
today. 

The U, S. government, on 
Nov. 25, 1940, purchased 
300 acres of obscure 
swampland for the purpose 
of bliilding an airfield for 
joirtl use by the Army and 
Navy. However, the Army, 
which initially was seeking 
an airfield in ihe area of 
Virginia Beach for coastal 
defense purposes, with- 
drew from the program 
shortly after construction 
of lhe airfield began. By 
November of 1941, the 
small airfield was com- 



pleted and the Navy began 
operations with a comple- 
ment of 32 officers and 172 
enlisted men. 

Shortly after the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor, the 
field was expanded to in- 
clude larger runways and 
19 Quonsel huts, which 
served as personnel 
quarters, a sick-bay, mess 
hall and galley. The Navy 
utilized the airfield, which 
today is known as the "Old 
• North Station," for the 
i raining of squardrons to 
work as teams in air 
groups to serve aboard 
aircraft carriers. Use of 
the airfield for I his purpose 
increased Ihroughout 
World War II, and at the 
war's end eighi squadrons 
were based at the field as 
compared to the original 
Ihree.

cluding the providing of a 
land base for planes 



ass igned to fighting^ air- 
craft carriers, necessitated 
expansion of the station. On 
Aug. 17, 1943, the facility 
was officially com- 
missioned Naval Auxiliary 
Air Station (NAAS) 
Oceana, Virginia. 

Jet aircraft came aboard 
the air slation for the first 
lime in 1950. Thai year 
also witnessed lhe start of 
developing the facility into 
a master iet base. 

On April 1, 1952, the base 
was officially designated a 
Naval Air Station (NAS). 
This same year witnessed 
VF-21, based al Oceana, 
become lhe Navy's first all- 
jet squadron. 

Continuing expansion of 
facilities al the "South 
Slation" reached a point in 
1954 when virtually all 
operations at "Old North 
Slalion" were ended. On 
Feb. 16, 1954, NAS Oceana 
was officially designated 
an " all weather station." 
All that remains today of

The U.S. Naval 
Amphibious Base, Little 
Creek, is headquarters for 
the Atlantic Fleet 
Amphibious Force, com- 
prised of some 60 com- 
mands and 12,000 men. 

Situated on 2,147 acres of 
land adjoining Chesapeake 
Bay, the base, with an 
operational complement of 
439 officers and men, is the 
largest of its kind in the 
world. The "Amphib 
Base," as it is commonly 
referred to, was 
established Aug. 7, 1941. It 
was originally, divided into 
four separate areas, which 
by 1943 were combined into 
the facility as it is 
presently known. 

The first mission of the 
base was the training of 
landing craft crews for 
operational assignment. 
During World War II the 
base served for the mining 
of more than 350,000 men of 
the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps in the 
various phases of am- 
phibious warfare. Today 
the Amphibious Base 
houses 28 tenant com- 
mands and serves as 
homeport for 47 ships of 
various types associated 
with amphibious 
operations 

The Atlantic Fleet 



Amphibious Force was 
established Feb. 20, 1942, 
and quickly moved into 
action to spearhead every 
major allied amphibious 
invasion of North Africa 
and Europe during 
World War II. The ver- 
satility of amphibious force 
powers ranges from 
nuclear weapons to small 
landing parties armed with 
rifles. 



In addition to its large 
Heel of ships, the 
Amphibious Force also con- 
l ains underwat et 
demolition teams, a tac- 
tical air control group, a 
naval beach group, an 
amphibious construction 
battalion, naval and troop 
training commands and an 
explosive ordinance 
disposal group and 
operational staffs and 
commands. These forces 
are supplemented by 
aircraft and various types 
of ships — such as 
minesweepers, aircraft 
carriers and destroyers — 
which are assigned from 
other commands as 
required for amphibious 
operations. 

The missions of the force 
are as varied as its make- 
up, including evacuation of 
American citizens,

The Amphibious Base is 
also the location of the 
Amphibious Training 
Command, which has 
trained some 600,000 
members of American and 
allied armed forces in 
amphibious operations, i 
Other operations con- 
ducted at the Amphibious 
Base include the Landing 
Force Command, which 
under direction of the 
Marine Corps provides 
specialized training of land 
force troops; and Naval 
Amphibious School, which 
offers training in naval 
gunfire support, assault 
craft operations, un- 
derwater demolition and 
beach operations; the 
Amphibious Operational 
Training Unit, providing 
actual shipboard am- 
phibious training for ship 
crews; the Naval Special 
Warfare Group which, in 
addition to providing 
training for highly 
specialized units such as 
Underwater Demolition 
Teams and SEAL Teams, 
also supervises and co- 
ordinates activities of 
these units; and, the 
Navy's Inshore Undersea 
Warfare Group TWO,

Reserve Officer's Training 
Corps units from colleges 
and universities across the 
nation. 



Each training session 
culminates . with the 
midshipmen staging an 
assault on beaches of the 
Camp Pendleton military 
reservation in Virginia 
Beach.

March 3, 1915, Congress officially 
established ihe Naval Reserve. 

Naval reservists were called into 
active duty during World War I and 
again during World War II. In World 
War II the need arose to free sailors 
from continental shore billets to serve 
on ships. Women had been serving as 
nurses in Ihe Regular Navy since 1908, 
and now there was talk of starting a 
Women's Reserve. Pressing needs 
silenced the voices of discontent and 
women were brought into the Navy as - 
reservists early in Ihe war. Called 
WAVES, their name was an acronym 
for Ihe Congressional bill which 
authorized them, "Women Accepted for 
Voluntary Emergency Service." 

Today, Naval reservists serve in 
every rating the Navy has — from 
piloting a jei aircraft to navigating the 
murky depths of ihe ocean in atomic 
submarines. No longer are they strictly 
considered a second line of defense. 



Any skepticism that existed prior to the 
Korean and Vietnam Wars was soon 
extinguished by the vital contributions 
of Ihe Naval Reserve in meeting op- 
erational commitments and personnel 
shortages. In an era of tightening 
resources, reservists are playing an 
increasingly important role in the 
protection of the Nation and its supply 
corridors around the world." 

To give full credit for the many heroic 
.acts of courage and self-sacrifice 
" performed by American men and 
women during 198 years of naval ser- 
vice is an insurmountable task. The 
Navy Department relates two of these 
in its recounting of events of World War 
II. 

Seaman first class Johnnie David 
Hulchins, serving aboard the LST 473, 
carrying men, tanks and supplies, was 
pari of a landing force thai was heading 
for a Japanese position on New Guinea. 
Si iff opposition was being met, and as 



ihe ship advanced, shells were drop- 
ping in Ihe water. 

Suddenly a lorpedo plane dived low 
oui of Ihe sky and launched its torpedo 
directly at Ihe LST. In Ihe pilothouse 
Ihe helmsman saw Ihe lorpedo coming, 
as did Seaman Hut chins who stood at 
his battle station nearby. Before the 
helmsman could swing the ship oul of 
the torpedo's path, he was. killed by a 
bomb thai hit the pilothouse. Although 
Hulchins was gravely wounded, he 
summoned enough strength to stagger 
lo Ihe wheel and turn the ship clear of 
ihe torpedo. The ship was saved, but 
Hulchins died a shori time later. In the 
face of death this man's last thought 
was not of himself but of others. 

THE STEADY vigilance, skill and 
daring of the submarine service fur- 
nished many traditions of which the 
story of Commander Howard W. 
Gilmore is a classic. In command of 
submarine Growler in (he southwest 
Pacific, he had just sunk one Japanese 



freighter and damaged another when 
help him below. Unhesitatingly he 
engagement with a gunboat. Gunfire 
had badly wounded Commander 
Gilmore and had seriously damaged his 
submarine. To save his ship he calmly 
gave Ihe order to clear the bridge, 
knowing that his own life would be 
sacrificed, since time did not permit 
even ihe few seconds' delay needed lo 
help him below. "Unhesitatingly 
voiced Ihe order "Take her down." 
Later, Ihe well-trained crew, inspired 
by Gilmore's fighting spirit, brought 
the damaged submarine to port. 

The American Navy's being thrust 
into worldwide conflicts continued into 
recent limes. In Korea and Vietnam the 
Navy provided gunfire support of land 
operations and ihe checking of supplies 
ihrough inland waterways. As Ihe 
recenl war erupled In Ihe Mideast 
bel ween Israel and Egypt, the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet was deployed to a standby 
status in the Mediterranean Sea.

The USS Exploit, reassigned to the Little Creek 
Naval Amphibious Base, becomes the first naval 
minesweeper to be homeported in this area since 
1968, At that time four ships of Mine Division 43 
were moved to Charleston from Little Creek.

Painted bricks 
are a problem

Q — I would like to remove paint stains from a 
cement patio. I also would like to remove paint 
from brick. Is sandblasting a good method? — Mrs. 
J.S., Los Angeles, Calif. 

A' — Sandblasting is more trouble than it's 
worth. You can rent sandblasting equipment but 
the sand gets into everything and creates an almost 
impossible cleanup job. 

Brick should never be painted unless you want it 
to stay that way. You might try a paint-remover 
solvent but it, too, can create a stain. Some stains 
may be lessened or removed with steel wool and 
elbow grease. 

In moat cases, yoiThave to resurface brick and 
cement surfaces that have been painted or stained. 



Mind Your Money 



Q — I have an enamel-clad, cast-iron kettle that 
is pitted inside and out. Is there any touch-up 
material that will work? — Mrs. H.L., Sherman 
Oaks, Calif. 

A — The Porcelain Enamel Institute say's 
nothing works. No paint will stand up to the cooking 
heat, and some paints may be tdkic. 

. Q — How can I remove rust from a cast-iron 
Dutch oven ? — P.B.T., Kansas City, Mo. 

A — Local hardware stores usually carry 
products which contain "naval jelly." It's strong 
stuff but is good for removing rust. You've got to 
use it with caution, outdoors and with rubber 
gloves. 

After the rust has been removed, the oven will 
need to be reseasoned with cooking oil. Most 
cookbooks have reseasoning instructions.

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Sand replenishment: fight to keep 'artif icial 9 beach

Each year several. hundred 
persons are attracted to 
Virginia Beach for the surf and 
sand, but would they come if the 
beach was no longer sand 
— but clay? 

The thought of a clay beach 
may seem a little far fetched, 
but that may be what awaits the 
sunbather once all the sand is 
eroded away. Such thoughts 
would seem to be a good reason 
for the city's continued efforts 
to fight the beating waves. 

"There is no cure for the 
erosion," says erosion com- 
mission member Robert 
Furniss. "That beach we have 
out there is not a natural beach- 
it is as artificial as it can be." 

Each day as the tide comes 
and goes, so does the sand and 
though many persons have 
speculated on how to maintain 
the beach, no one has really 
come up with the answer. 

EVERY COASTLINE city in 
the world has the same problem 
Mr. Furniss says. "No one has 
figured out how to keep sand on 
the beaches on a permanent 
basis, and in Virginia Beach no 
one has figured out an even 
semi-permanent method." 

Several methods have been 
tried. The erosion commission 
was established as a part of the 
River and Harbor Act. Their 
goal is to put 125,000-130,000 
cubic yards of new sand on the 
beach annually and to maintain 
it at a point seven feet above the 
mean water level and 100 feet 
wide. 

"We'd like to have a long 
range plan where it would look 
like we aren't going to dredge 
away the whole city to maintain 
the beach," Mr. Furniss says. 
"But until and unless somebody 
comes up with some invention 
to really keep the sand on the 



beach, we will just have to 
continue to put new sand on the 
beach if we want to keep it." 
The Rudee Inlet dredging 
project began when the city 
decided they wanted to open up 
the inlet to commercial boats. 
The jetty at the inlet serves as a 
sand trap and dredged material 
is pumped on to the beach 
through pipes running along the 
bulkhead. 

BUT THE SAND pumped 
from the sand trap is not enough 
to maintain the beach, and the 
dredges cannot operate in bad 
weather. 

"We would have a better 
chance to maintain the beach if 
the nearest hotel were back on 
Pacific and there was no 
seawall. The wave action hit- 
ting the bulkhead will not allow 
the sand to build, and so it is just 
carried back out with the 
water," Mr. Furniss says. 
"Sandbridge is a good 
illustration of how nature 
maintains the beach where 
there is no boardwalk or 
seawall to stop the normal 
wave action." 

Since moving the hotels is 

probably impractical, the sand 

continues to be carried away 

with the water — but 

where does it all go 

The wind is a major factor in 

(he beach erosion. The 

southeast winds tend to build 

the beach up and northeast 

winds tend to carry the sand 

away, according to Mr. Furniss. 

"The beach was pretty much 

in the condition we wanted it in 

1966-69, but 1972 just hurt. The 

constant northeast winds hung 

in and took the sand," Mr. 

Furniss says. "And we just 

couldn't get the 1968-71 city 

council to take any action to 

help maintain the beach we 

had." 

"The littoral drift, current 
drift from south to north.

carries much of the sand that 
we put on the beach at the south 
end down to the north end, "Mr. 
Furniss says. "So, although 
we've never been able to pump 

further than 27th Street the 
people at the north end probably 
have a better beach much of the 
time." 

BECAUSE OF the drift much 
of the sand that is pumped onto 
the beach ends up in Thimble 
Shoals, a part of the 
Chesapeake Bay. Each spring 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
must dredge the sand there to 
maintain the bay channel. 
Instead of placing that sand 
back on the beach, the Corps 
takes the dredged sand about 
five miles off Dam Neck and 
dumps it into the ocean. 



The Corps is currently trying 
to get permission to stock pile 
the sand that ia normally 
dumped into the ocean on a 
portion of Fort Story land. The 
erosion commission workers 
would then haul it to the beach. 
. "It will be three to six months 
before we will know if we can 
have the land on Fort Story," 
Mr. Furniss says. 

Truck hauling operation could 
begin next spring as soon as the 
dredging begins. The Corp's 
maintenance dredging could 
supply as much as 300,000 cubic 
yards of sand for the beach each 
year. 

To put sand on the beach now 
the erosion commission 
recently obtained permission 
from the city council to dredge 



away another portion of land 
along General Booth Boulevard, 
formerly known as Camp 
Pendleton. But, the city does not 
want to continue dredging there 
because they feel the land is 
more valuable for other 
projects. 

Last year the Corps tried to 
get permission to dredge a 
portion of land known as the 
Eureaka Brick, property but to 
get the land the dredges would 
have to cut across a 
marshland area, which 
environmental agencies feel is 
valuable. 

SO WHILE THE city and 
various agencies prevent 
certain dredging projects, other 
attempts are being made to 
save the sand.

John Potter's $108,000 fences, 
. designed as a sand trap, were 
placed off shore some eight 
months ago between 17th and 
20th Streets. However, Mr. 
Furniss says, "The beach is no 
different where there are fences 
or where there aren't" 

The sand groins, with which 
the city has been 
experimenting, also seem to be 
ineffective in helping build up 
sand, Mr. Furniss says. "I go by 
the ones around 45th Street. The 
sand comes and goes around 
them." 

Other cities in Florida with a 
similar problem have turned to • 
off-shore pumping, using the 
ocean floor as a source of sand, 
but such an operation would 
cost about $490,000 per mile of 



beach covered. 

Mr. Furniss points out that 
off-shore dredging may be 
unfeasable for the Beach area 
due to the depth of the water. He 
adds that no one Is sure there is 
an available source of sand off- 
shore that will be usuable. 

A DREDGE THAT could 
reach the adequate depth would 
cost around $2 million, and even 
then the commission is un- 
certain that they could keep a 
dredge off-shore with the wave 
action that surrounds the beach. 

There is, however, a new type 
of dredge called the burrow 
dredge that Mr. Furniss says 
might be feasable. The dredge 
sits on the bottom of the ocean 
and is operated from shore. 

So the battle goes on- and the 



beach continues to come and go. 
Clay surface is already exposed 
around 45th Street and with 
winter ahead, the beach will 
probably get worse. 

Is the battle worth it? 

Certainly," says Mr. Furnuft 
"It's Virginia's only beach. The 
economy of Virginia Beach is 
tied into that sand sitting out 
there. Maintaining the beach is 
an experimental deal for 
everybody in the world, and until 
there is an answer as to how to 
keep the sand on there, we will 
just have to keep replacing it." 

Perhaps one oceanfront 
dweller puts it best in saying, 
"If all the sand is gone, all the 
hotel and store owners along 
Atlantic Avenue might as well 
lock up shop and go home."
